Mr. Urgan, June 30. 
ROBERT Mapletof, D. D. was 

born at North Thorefby in the 


county of Lincoln, in the beginning 
of the year 1610, of which’ place his 
fath r,. Henry Mapletofi, was many 


vears ReQor. He was educated ai the 
fr. grammar (chool «f Lruh*, and 
admitted of Queen's Colleze in Cam- 
bridge..» When he hid taken the de- 
gre of Bachelor of Arts he rémioved 

* dee the comméirfeal of this iche], 
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to Pembroke Hall, and was there 
made Fellow Januaty 6, 1630; and 
in or abomt 1633 was appointed Cha 
lain to Bifhop Wren. He was one of the 
Univerfity Preachers in 1641, and was 
fome time afier oné of ‘the Progtors of 
the Univertity. Yn, 1644 (being then 
Bachelor in Divinity) he was ejefed 
from his felldwfhip for not taking the 
covenant. After this he retired and 
lived privately among his friends, and 

rticularly with Sir Robert Shirley iu 
Leicefterfhire, where he became ac- 
quainted with Dr. Sheldon, who was 
afterwards ‘Archbifhop of Camterbury. 
He had afierwards a private congregza- 
tion in Lincoln, where he uled to offi- 
ciate according to the Liturgy of the 
Charch of England; this had like to 
have produced him wruch trouble, but 
it being found that be had refuted a 
confiderable fum of inortey offered him 
by his congregation, he came off fafe. 
On the Reftoration he returned to Cams 
bridge, and was reinfiated in his fellow- 
fhip, and was prefenmted by the Crown 
Auguli tf, 1660, on the death of Dr. 
Newell, to the Prebend of Clifton in 
Lincola Cathedral, to which he was 
infialled Auguft 28, 1660: and then 
teligning it, he was alfo on the fame 
day inttalled to the fub-deanery of the 
fame church, which he refigned in 
1671; and about the fame time he be- 
came Reétor of Clayworth in Notting- 
hamfhire, which living he afterwards 
exchanged for the vicatage of Soham 
in Cambridgefhire. In 1661 he re- 
figned his fellowfhip, and about that 
time was invited by Arenbifhop Shel- 
don to be Chaplain to the Duchefs of 
York, then fuppofed to be inclining 
10 Popery, and in want of a perfon of 
Dr. Mapletoft’s primitive lamp to keep 
her fleady to her religion; but he could 
not be prevailed upon to accept the 
appointment.. In 1664 he was elected 
Mafter of Pembroke Hall, and became 
Doétor in Divinity, and was by the 
King Auguft 7, 1067, promoted to the 
Deanery of Ely. He ferved the office 
of Vice-chancellor of the Univerfity of 
Cambridge in 1671, and died at Pem- 
broke Hall Anguft 20, 1677. His re- 
mains, according to his own defire, 
were depofited in a vault in the chapel 
of that college, near the body of Bithop 
Wren the founder of it, his honoured 
frieud and patron, without any me- 
morial. 

Dr. Mapletoft lived very hofpitably 
at Ely, and wherever he refided ; and 
was ¢jleemed for the many pious and 

oo" " clrritable 
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charitable ads in his life-time; and, 
at his death, afier many gifts, legacies, 
and charitable donations, he bequeathed 
190 the Univeifiry 1002 towards put- 
chafing. Golius’ Library of Orienial 
books for the Univerfity Library ; and 
in cafe that delign was nei executed, 
ahen to fome permanent univerfity ufe, 
at the difcretion of the Viee-chancellor 
and the two.

In a codicd to his la@t will, figned 
7th day of Augufi, 1677, he gives to 
the ufe of the town of North Thorefby, 
in the county of Lincoln, his two cot- 
tages and one meffuage, with all his 
Jands in the fame town and fields of the 
fame for ever, to be feuled upon traf- 
tees, for and towards the. maintenance 
of one fit perfon to teaeh the fcholars 
there to read. to learn them their cate- 
chifm and infirn& them in it, 10 write, 
to calt. accounts, and to teach them 
their accidence, and to make them fit 
for ihe grammar fehool, according to 
the rules and. orders which he or his 
executors. fhould ptefcribe ; and allo 
gives all thofe his lands, meadow, and 
pafuge jn Saltfeetby to the ule of the 
town of. Louth for ever, for aud to- 
wards the mainienance of one fit per- 
fon to teach the children there in like 
manner asin his gift to North Tho- 
selby per omnia. Tie gives likewile to 
the Mafier, Fellows, and Scholars of 
Pembroke Hall, lands in Coveney for 
ever, on, condition that they pay veartly 
for ever to tsvo poor fcho'ars,.t9 be 
euled his Exhibiuioners 4/. each, and 
that they lay ont yeaily, 40s. in good 
books for the L' brary of the aid college.

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too feverely blamed. The man, for 
exaniple, who prefers his own coun- 
try to every other, and thinks it fupe- 
rior to every other, is ufually reckoned 
a fort of political bigot.” This esclu- 
five fonduefs for one’s own country 
may certainly be carried too far, and 
is always car.e! iio far, when we 
forget that the inhabitants of other 
nations, if not our fellow fubjeéts, are 
at lealt our fellaw creatures, and equaily 
enciued to the offices of humanity. it 
is carried too far, likewfle, when we 
reject vilible improvements in the fine 
of fociety, or in the arts or fciences, 
merely beeaufe they have not origi- 
vated from ourfelves. But, on the 
other hand, a certain degree of re'erve in 
favourof ourown couutrvis ravher bene- 
ficial than hurtful. It forms no incon- 
fiderable proportion of the anion which 
is neceflary for the defence and inde- 
pe dence of nations ; and perhaps no 
man can be cordiully and rationally 
attached to the land which gave* him 
birth, if he does not confider Tt as 
the belt in the world. Whether he 
be right or wrong in this opinion; the 
effect will be the fame, that he will 
have a coullant detire to make his 
country what he withes to reprefent u 5 
and the fame prejudice exiting m ‘the 
minds of the mhabnants of other 
countries, sghere wiil be a rivalilsip 
fiarted from which each may profil, 
although the grand queftion of fuperi- 
ority may never be fatisfacturily decided, 
When | confider the many circum- 
flances ariached to the hillory and ac- 
tual fiateof our own country, of which 
we are apt to make our boalt, I obivrve 
none fo often repeated as the flourith- 
ing and anrivalled fiate of our manu- 
factures; and my readers will not be 
furprized thet my attention fhould be 
eanght by this particular in our lit of 
national bleffings, when they refleé& 
that it is on manufatures chiefly that 
the whole tribe of Projectors have 
fo long employed their genius , 
Tam not, however, about to enter 
into a reprefentation of the exilting 
profperity of the manufaQures of Great 
Britain. My reatlers, I am Convinced, 
do not expect fuch fubje&s to be ine 
trodueed in this paper, I have’ no» 
thing new to adyance on the fiate of our 
linens, oar woollens, ovr ‘iron works, 
or our potteries. But when we are 
congratulating oue another on the im- 
provements introduced of Jate years in 
thefe artcles, there is one manufac- 
. ture 
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ture which I obferve has a decided 
reference in all our ‘thoughts, at leait if 
ae be the exprefhi mn of thought, 
upon which i with to offera few remarks. 
And this is the MANGFACTURE.OF Mo- 
nex, which is fuppofed to employ a 
much greater numer of hands than 
any other whatever. ‘There are fo few 
verfons, indeed, in this kingdom who 
are vot in que way or other employed 
iu this manufaQure, that the moment 
we Jiear or read of any perfon’s death, 
he firft and moft tmporiant quetiion is, 
what money did he make?) And if this 
be anfwered in the negative, if it turns 
out that he has lefi few famples of 
his ingenuity behind him, it 1s con- 
cluded, Wiihaut any farther enquiry, 
tha’ be muft have ‘been a very bun- 
ging hand, 

Friends who meet after long fepara- 
tion are always defirous to have this 
important queition mutually refelved, 
what money they have made? and tu 
is wonderful how unach the coutinu- 
ance of thicir friendihop, its fervency 
and conflancy, will fr quenily depead 
on the anfwers given, if gen ‘eman

owever remote to al! appearance from 
the buttling world, whethe? in the 
depth of the valley, or ou the top of 
the mountain, he will slways find 
fome whole curiofity wil lead them 
to make immediate inquiry into the 
fiate of the abové-meniidned manu- 
faéture ; and he will be received with 
welcome or doolnefs in proportion to 
the famples he is able to produce ; fuch 
averfion do mankind entertain againfl 
idlenefs in this bufinefs of making mo- 
ney ; and fuch is their opinion of the 
nature of this manofacture, particu- 
Jarly in London, that they cannat con; 
ceive how any man can fail from auy 
other reafon than idlenefs, 

This notion, however, is not per- 
feGily correct ; and the, error proceeds 
from conkdering the. nianafacture of 
mouey as bearing a clole refemblance 
to that of cotton, or wool, or any 
other article in which fome periiins 
are employed for the benefi of other 
perfons. But the cafe is differem in 
the making of money, as here every 
man works for. himlelf, and has his 
own particular.art and mytiery, which 
he is not very detirons ‘of coumunicat- 
jug, at leat befurt he Ieaves oF buli- 
nels.

There are various other points ‘in . 

flers from. . 
thofe of Lancashire, Yorkhhire, or 
Warwickthire. Oue-very firiking dif- 
fereuce is, that many perfons who 
hive manafagtured a very great quaus 
tiiv of money, are fo far from being 
defirous to find a market for -it, as the 
Liverpool, Mauchietie:, and Birming- 
ham men do, that they become ex- 
ceedingly anxious to hide it from-the 
knowledge of cvery human being ; and 
are fo far from being proud of their proe 
duction, that it is with great reluclance, 
aml often with vifible pain, vhat they 
can be compelled to bring forward the 
fmalleft fample of what they have been 
making. Yet, perhaps, while they 
are thus affecling fecrecy, aud what 
fome people would think humility, 
you cannot affront them more than 
fuppofing that their flock on hand is 
not. immenfe, and that they are infe~ 
ror in that refpe& to any of their 
neighbours. OF all this, my readers 
mult remember very firiking inflances 
a very few yeas ago, when the late 
minilter, Mr. Pitt, determined for a 
particular réafon to know the exaé 
fiate of thefe manafaciures, and to com- 
pel the heft workmen to produce every 
year a ceriain proportion, of their 
goals, ‘The reliciance with which 
fone obeyed this order, and the many 
artifices which orhers invented to evade 
it, may perhaps appear as « proof that 
they are pla, unafieéted men, who 
do not with to make a parade of their 
induitry, who “do gaod by. flealih, 
aid bluth: to find it fame.” But we 
inufi not give them credit for fo much 
of the felf-denying fpirit. "The truth 
is, they At aes fix a time when they 
fhall bring their goods to market, but 
whether from delaying this time tod 
long, or neglecting to keep their own 
appointment, it bas m very mang ins 
fiances happened, that they have gone 
out of the. world without performing 
their _promife, 

All this in the cafe of anv other 
manufaGure would be very foolithy 
becaufe either the market would be 
loft, the article would fink in price, og 
it would be entirely fpoiled hy long 
keeping. On the contrary, the makers 
of monev have the mot. perfeet fecu- 
rity that their goods will not be the 
worle for keeping ; and the great ware- 
houfe in ‘Threadneedle-fireet, where 
they are acculfomed to depofit their 
furplus flock, is not only guarded 

agaiuit 
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agwinft all accidents that befall other 
manohhAures, but has this fingu- 
lar property, that the goods depo- 
fited increale in bulk and value with- 
out any vifible aid. Suill, if it fhould 
be thought that 19 manufacture au wr- 
ticle which is not deflined for . the 
market, is an infiance of indufiry with- 
out advantage; and a way to turn 
manufadiurers into a fort of amateurs 
rather than profeffional. men, the ob- 
jeAiion may be antwered by obferving 
that, although the goods are in many 
cafes warehonfed for a verv long time, 
a market is at length found. In moft 
cafes, immediately on the death of 
the fenior manufaclurer, the junior 
branches of. his workfhop bring the 
whole to market, and that with the 
greatefi fuecefs in difpofing of their 
goods. |t has often been obferved, 
thai a quantity fo great as to have ta- 
ken aa indafirious manufaéturer all 
his life to accuinulate, has been got 
rid of with the greatch eafe in lefs than 
a year. 

This, I know, will appear very fur- 
prizing to perfons who are not ac- 
qvainted with the flate of the markets 
in this great metropolis, where heavy 
articles of the kind mentioned may be 
‘ditpofed of for a mere trifle, and in 
the thorteft poffible {pace of time. The 
perehalers, in thefe cafes, are a parti- 
colar defeription of perfons, whe pie- 
fer money ready made to the trouble of 
making it themfelves, although fome 
of them are elleemed manufadiurers mm 
a certain degree, but they are fubje& 
to fo many fluduations that, in the 
courfe of a day, they have been known 
to exchange the bufinefs of buyer and 
feller, payer and receiver, perhaps an 
hundred times. 

And the mention of this laft {pecies 
of manufacturers brings to my recol- 
leGion that, although the making of 
money differs in many refpecis from 
ether trades, yet in ohérs it bears a 
very clofe refemblance, and perhaps in 
nothing nore than the varions projects 
introduced of late years to fhorien la- 
bour, by the employment of machi- 
nery. is, in the cafe of the manu- 
facture of money, is by fome reckoned 
an innovation; but it is my bufinefs 
to fiate fas. Undoubtedly the mak- 


ing of money was formerly a teilious 
operation: it ‘was accounted an ho- 
ne& and very induftrious bufinefs ; but 
finee the introdu€ion of machinery, 
the end has been fomehow or other 








produced in a {pace of time fo fhort 
as to appear very wonderful, 

As ihere is much fecrecy preferved 
in the ufe and ¢onfiruétion of the ma- 
chinery by which muuvey is made, it 
is not in my power to give a very, clear 
defeription of it. There, are wheels 
within wheels, and many fecret {prings 
and movements which cannot be 
male familiar without a ial, which 
is rather expenfive. That the whole 
is very ingenious we cannot donb. | 
have heey affured by gentlemen con- 
verfant in thefé machines, that the ma- 
nufa@ore of, au immenfe fuin of moe 
ney, which may be completed in a 
few houts, will often hinge upon a 
fmall movement, imperceptible to 
every eye that has not findied it; and 
that the motions of the whole are fo 
rapid as to be almoft -invifible to al] 
but the manufa@urer. The operation 
of carping is deferibed as being very 
curions, and the afe of hozfes has 
greatly facilitated the labour, when it 
becomes neceflary to make money oug 
of lands and houfes. Thiere are feve- 
ral manufidtories eftablifhed at New- 
market, Epfom, and fome other parts 
of the kingdom, where the whole is 
performed by horfes, and where ef- 
feéts are produced which the inhabit- 
ants of London, with a!! their boafled 
town-made articles, cannot pretend tq 
rival. On the other hand, in the me- 
tropolis, there is a very large concern 
of this kind eftablifhed, worked bv a 
different {pecies of machinery, which 
they call flocks, 1 know not for what 
reafon. In other manufadures, it is 
ufual to flare the number of hands em- 
ployed, but here the principal opera- 
tion is done by heads ; which for that 
purpofe are carefully emptied of the 
accuflomed contents, and filled with 
battles, fieges, fea-fights, treaties, and 
embaffies, which are regularly changed 
every day or ofiener as may be wanted. 
One objedtion againft our common ma 
nufadiures, that they are hurtful to 
health, is faid to be obviated here, where 
fitting is carefully avoided, and- /ying 

referred as an eafier pofiure, and that 
in which more work-can be done in a 
given time. With this exception, how- 
ever, Ido not conceive that, in point 
of-health, this wnanufa@ure has fupe- 
rior advantages. From conflantly << 
ing in one pofition, many of them be- 
come lame, and fome fo deaf as to be 
unable to anfwer to their names. 

With refpect, however, to that de- 
{cription 
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fcription of manufadurers chiefly in- 
tended in this paper, thofe who are 
contivaally making the article without 
bringing it to market, or delayimg the 
bringing it to market uatil, they are 
prevented by death, their charaéler 
mult be confidered .as very, fingular, 
and not to. be paralleled in the cafe of 
any other manufaQurers. W hat fhould 
we, think of qa maker of linens who 
fhould fill his warehoufes. from time 
to time, with no other view than to 
look on them now and_ then, count 
the bales, and amufe himéelf with the 
thoughis that one day or. other he 
would brings them into nfe; but in the 
mean time feel miferable if a few: yards 
were to be requetied of him for any 
neceflary or benevolent purpofe?. If 
fuch a man io anfwer thouid plead 
that the making of money difiers from 
every other article, it witl be fufficient 
io require him to flare wherein ‘that 
difference lies, or whether there is, in 
truth, any difference heiween one ufe- 
Jefs article and another. 

Thele perfons are neverthelefs enti- 
tled to fome degree of compatlion. Af- 
ter having for fo miany- years fixed 
their affections on a fpecies of amafe- 
ment which they muft quit, and being 
utterly unacquaiated with any higher 
pleafure than that of furveving the 
growing flate of their manuiaciure, it 
18 really fomewhat hard to be removed 
into a fiate of exillence where, aceord- 
ing to the beft amhorities, no. fuch 
thing is permitted, or even known, as 
making of money, It is much co be 
regreticd that our new philofophers, 
when, fome years ago, they were 
proving how wrong we had been in all 
our nations as to a future tiate, did not 
provide fome fiate orother which might 
form a continuation of the prefent, and 
in which our favourite purfuits might 
go on without any material interrup- 
ton. As things are at prefent, aud 
without the {malleft probability of any 
new heaven of this fort, we ought not 
to refule fome fmall fhare of pity to 
thofe who have been fo unfortunate as 
to employ their whole lives in making 
money, for themfelves to counts and 
for theirs fuccellors to fpend. If we 
add to this the important facrifices ne- 
ceflary in order to eatry on this ma- 
nufaéiare, the lols of reputition, the 
many privations the manufacturer is 
fubject 10, and rhe total abfence of en- 
joyinent or fatisfaction, we may furelv 
couclude that there are few human 
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beings who have fo firangely miflaten 
what themfelves were made for, or 
have fo grofily mifcalculated the profit 
and lofs upon the labours of their lives. 

It having been afferted above that 
the article which sy Tubjeét’ of this 
naper does not faffer by keep it 
om be neceffary to add oy 
though this.be trae fo far as refpetts 
money itfelf, yet if dong pent ap it 
frequently atlects the pofleffors in a 
very unpleafant manner. Even their 
bodies have been known to be injured 
by it, and it has been afcertained that 
they have fuffered difeafes fimilar in 
appearance to thof® which affed per- 
fons who cannot catmmand the means 
of a generons diet. But it goes far 
ther, and brings on a train of diforders 
with which the poor are onacquaimed 5 
refileffnefs, anxiety, narrownels, «and 
other complaints about the chef, and 
a general coutradion of all that in 
other men is expanded and liberal. 
Whether all this arif-s front pernicious 
eflnvia in the article, or fram fome 
defeét in the conflitution of the patient, 
1 fhall leave to the determination of 
the faculty. Thave.only to add, that 
the zppearances on difieGion, have 
generally exhibited a moderate propor- 
tion of brains,» great deficiency of 
heart, and no bowe'ls at all.

Perhays I did not fafficiently explain 
myfelf on that fubjeci, as it regards the 
eamion whieh | readily admit ought

Though [ always give four punc- 
tures, aud fometimnes even more, when 
1 have nothing but. prefervet matter 
(which is very apt to fail) ; vet I never 
ufe the lancet fo freely for the come 
munication of the difeafe to o:ters, fo 
as to creaic. the leaft infloumation 
befides that which belongs so -vhe die 
eafe itfelf. Thofe couarfe - feratchings 
aod éeerings of the arms that fone have 
been guiliy of have at times produced 
dangerous ulcers, and heave been at- 
tended with very bad confequences in- 
deed. But I believe it is the opinion 
of the mof expefienced-Tnoculators, 
that, though there may be bot ome 
veficle, not the leall diner with ac- 
cruc, if, by very geaule punciutes round 


that 
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that veficle the Vaccine fluid be dif 
charged, which would otherwife na- 
turally difeharge ifelf. Aud net only 
the protecting confequences of the Cow 
Pock will be preferved ; but, if, (as is 
fometimes the cafe) the efflorefcence or 
inflammation runs high, it will con- 
fiderably alleviate fuch an inflammation 
without giving the leaft interruption to 
the regular progrefs of the Vaccine 
difeafe. And indeed I am fo far fa- 
tisfied of the truth of this remark, that 
I have frequently advifed parents to af- 
fit Nature in the difcharge of the 
Vaccine fluid, that the inflammation 
may be lowered, provided the utmoft 
caution be taken that the flight pune- 
tures be made with fuch care, as not 
to produce the leaft taint of blood. I 
am fatisfied refpecting the jufiice of this 
remark, having never heard of the leaft 
inconvenience, or ill fuccefs, from the 
many thoufands of inflances which 
have been under my notice, ever fince 
the difcovery has been publifhed to 
the world. It may not be~amifs to 
drop another hint on the fame fubject. 
The Small Pox wil! never be banifhed 
from this Country, while mercenary 
Apothecaries and interefied Quacks have 
it in their-power to keep alive this lu- 
crative, though defiradtive, difeafe, 
whenever they can find people weak 
enough to accept of their poifonous in- 
oculation. ‘Though we are in hope 
the Legillative Body will foon fan&ion 
the Vaccine difcovery, and endeavour 
to promote the praétice of it for the ge- 
neal good; yet it certainly mutt be 
done with caution. For if a free 
people have a right to choofe, what thev 
even ignorantly may fuppofe to be beft 
for thewfelves ; yet, how far they may 
have a right to introduce an infedlious 
plague among others, which now, 
through the bleffing of God, may be 
fo eafily, avoided, is quite another 
ueftion. If, therefore, the Legiflative 
dy have not fufficient power to 
eftablith Pefi-houfes, and to adopt fuch 
regulations as it refpects quarantine 
when needed, while other nations may 
be fecured, we fhall, ina great mea- 
fure, be fubje&ed to the ravages of the 
old difeafe. R. Hive.

InuusTRaTions oF Horacs. 
Boox I. Epistrie VIII. 
To Cetsus ALBINOVANDS. 
INTRODUCTION. . 

ELSUS. was the furname of two 

reputable families at Rome; 
namel,, of a. branch of the Papitii, 

Gent. Mac. July, 1806. 
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and of one of the Cornelii.. However, 
nothing is to be inferred from, hence 
concerning the pedigree of this Ce!fus. 
Torrentius fleaks of a) guinarine® 
which he poffetfed, that had on one fide 
a Mercurius Petalaius, with the legend 
L, PAPI. CELSI, and on the other a 
lyra; but julily leaves it undecided, 
whether it denoted the Cellus Albine- 
vanus to whow this fhort epitile, and 
the humourous caution .againft the 
fare of the Affopian crow. iw the 
epifile to Julius Florus, are addrefied, 
and whole Ivra, as [ then obferved, 
feems noy to have been peculiarly cap- 
tivating either to his contemporaries or 
to pofterity. 

Vhat we know for certain concern 
ing this Celfus is confined folely v0 
what Horace, himlelf occafionally. in- 
forms us of him. He appears to have 
been one of the exoteric friends. of 
our Bard ; | mean 6f tha fort of pood 
friends, with whom one -can neither 
avoid being acquainted, nor, to a cer- 


Aain degree, familiar; whom we. have 


found becaufe they fonzht us, aod 
whom we retain for fear of their doing 
us mifchief; whofe friendthip we are 
not fain to boafi of, though shey on 
all occafions make much of ours: in 
fthort, with whom we affociaie during 
our whole lives, do them good offices, 
and receive others in rerurn fiom them, 
and are reckoned amongfi their friends 
hy all the wold, though they haye 
never once come near our hearts Cel- 
fus, at the time when Varus, Virgil, 
Horace, Catullus, Ovid, Tibu'lus, and 
Propertius, ought to have firuck , all 
fuch pretenders dumb, had the vanity 
to pals himfelFoff fara Poety and, in 
quality of private fecretary to Tiberius, 
had the ear of one of the firli_ wen of 
the flate. Thele two titles were fuffi- 
cient to gain him a kind of refpeat, 


_and to draw from our Poet (who was 


fond of his eafe, and did not willingly 
engage with wafps, who, though they 
make no honey, can flingto fome pure 
pofe,) an epifile, which has jufl enough, f 
the air of familiarity to make fuch a 
man as Celfis efteem it a friendly one. 

The old commentator, Crogqvins, 
who probably was thocked, that Ho- 
race thénld fay fo much harm of him- 
felf in.this epiflle, traces ap irony run- 
ning through the whole of it, and ima- 
gines that Horace only gives himlelf 
fo many flaps on the face, that Celfus

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miay feel them. Molt of the later ex- 
pofitors agree with him in this fuppofi- 
tion, without farther invettigation. 
Baxter; if [am not miftaken, is the 
firt who perceives the fyutptoms of 
melancholy, or, as | would rather 
ehufe to‘call it, hypochdndsia,’ in 
. what our Poet fays of tris il-homatt ; 
for the-phyficians, F believe; will al- 
low that the effeéts. produced ‘ly this 
complaint on the mind, éfpecially in 
perfous of a delicare nervous fyftem, 
cannot be better deleribed.’ “However, 
I hold it wot jmprobable, “that the 
firoke, fidis offendar ‘medics, irafcar 
amicis, &c. is applicable ‘to’ Celfus; 
and that Horace made him this per- 
fectly fim’ fiar fiatement’ df’ the then 
condition of his body ard nnd, mere- 
“dy for the fake ofintroducitig th's little 
fareafin, which the young gentleman 
might perhaps have merited by an ill- 
timed fenfibiluy at what our Poet had

Romam.| ‘Tne reproach | that Horace 
here calls on himfelf in bis own per- 
fon, he had already fome years betore, 
in the Vilth Satire of the Seeond 
Book, spat into the mouth of one of 
his vaffals :

Tollis ad ajtra, levis, 


‘The hypochondriac humour, then, of 
“which he here complains, tvas nothing 
“pew to him ;—thoagh the cafe imay 
‘be very naterally explained, without 
accufing Horace of an aomanly verfa- 
tility. Befides, it is to be remarked, 
as the reafon why he particularly 
names Tibur here, that he probably 
poffeffed a piece or two of ground in 
this beautiful difiri@, or a fiball farm, 
that belonged to his Sabine eftate ; and 
fo that paflage is to be underftood in 
*the life af him that is afcribed to Sue- 
tonius, where it is-faid, that befides his 
Sabine villa, he had one at Tibir; 
which, unlefs it be explaitied in this 
manner, Horace’s own words, in the 
Xth Ode of the Second Book, would 
be’ in contradiGion to it.

of that pious author. 

I wae enconraged by fome Ruffian 
merchants (who affured me, that his 
Imperial Majefly wou'd not be offended 
at it) to fend him a copy of the work :

alfo of the Enexitsa Bisve. 

I readily litiened to their advice; but 
litle did 1 conceive that the effect 
would be fuch as my hamble offering

. ago, I received a meffige from the 
frend who fuggefled my fending the 
book, requetting me to meet a gentle- 
man lately returned frony St. Peierf- 
burg.

1, Lt. The “ period- 
ical publication,” here alluded to, is the 
73 hvolume of the Philofophical Tranf- 
actions, part ii. for 1788. where occur, 
in pp. 219—237, ‘* Obfervations on 
th» Natural Hiftory of the Cuckoo; by 
Mr. Edward Jenner;” who is probably 
the fince celebraied difcoverer of the 
fovereign antidore to the Small Pox. 
This part of the Phil. Tranf. for that 
vear was nol noticed by vour reviewer. 
The -** Obfervations” are truly curious 
and interetiing, and rehe& no fmall 
credit on the fagacity of the ingenious 

author, 
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author, whofe *« paper on the migration 
of birds,” promifed in a note on p. 290; 
would be a valuable acquifition to any 
publication. 

P. 329, col. 2, 1. 56, 57, we fhould 
read ** Kiddington ;” and refer to 1782, 
pp 244—6 ; and to 1790, p. 481, col: 2. 

P. 496, col. 2. Charles Bathurfi, no- 
ticed in your Obituary for 1786, ». 622, 
col. 2, as ** many years a refpectable 
bookfeller in Fleet-fireet,” was generally 
reputed a baronet, though he did not 
choo€ to affert his title. 

P/502;‘col 2, The letter relative to 
the famed ring given by Queen Eliza- 
beth to the Earl of Effex, appeared in 
1804, pp. 1017, 1018. The two copies 
will correct each other. 

P. 517, coh 1, 1. 19, we thould for 
** Pocock,” fubftitute “* Pecock.” 

P..521, col. 1, 1.34. The name of 
this ingenious artift fhould not be con- 
cealed. He was a diftinzuifhed archi- 
te& in the reign of George L. aud named 
Nicholas Hawkfinore ; of whom there 
is an account in the fourth volume of 
Walpole’s Anecdotes, in which the 
print of this extraordinary machine is 
noticed. Two plates of it were pub- 
lithed on May 17, 1739, 

P. 530, col, 2. The 
Woolsthorp is engraved in 1778, p. 64. 

P. 599, col. 2. The hiftorical work 
hete mentioned has not furely, fince its 
publication, met with that notice to 
which it is defervedly intitled ; it never 
having yet been reviewed by Mr. Ur- 
ban. The “ Britith Critic” has, rather 
hypercritically, ci.arged the ingenious 
author with a degree of affeation in 
his mode of fpelling the word “« Abbat,” 
which is undoubtedly more according 
to etymology than “ Abbot,” however 
countenanced at prefent.

Weft fide of the ‘Hall ;' that North- 
Wards is for the convenient aecefs to 
the new coflee-houfes on this part of 
the exterior of the building ; the other, 
Southwards, is for a ready pafs into 
Old* Palace Yard. | ‘Phefe’ cuttings 
through the general wall, and the new 
arenes attached to them, have been 
done without reference to the® Archi- 
teiure of the firudture; and the-work- 
people have at the finne time either 
defiroved or walled up feveral cutiotts 
antient windows, doors, &¢. ‘All tis 7s 
fariherin proof, that nothing mull ftand 
in the way of falcinaiing tmprovement’; 
even the moch-loved fialking: horfe, 
refiuration, is put on the left, ‘or ‘dark 
fide of neceffity, on thefe octifinns 
The riew door-ways prefent to the in- 
terior Of the Hall no more than com- 
mon {quare-headed appropriate coffec- 
houfe folding doors, comfortably co- 
vered with tatfe, atid fiudded with 
brafs headed nails !

in order to its removal, it cannot be 
atherwife concluded, bit that the 
hands of thofe low and ignorant (pi- 
ris who wait.at Inuevation’s call to 
fly on havock and deftruction, on 
this occafion wrought much damage 
in dragging it down’ to the vaulis 
under the chamber, where it was 
to be depofited. Report fas, that 
at one time, while, the Tapeliry Jay in 
the Cotton-garden, thefe very *harpies 
to whom the ¢are of this treafure was 
committed were about to throw the 
whole mafs into the river; to get rid 
at once.of fo aiuch * filth” and © rags,” 
Well, in thefe, vaults the Tapeliry re- 
mained fafely flowed for about a year, 
‘when, from,.damps, and furrounding 
dirt and rubbifh,, much injury Aili ac- 
crued to the -miferable remains. Since 
which period .this Tapefiry has been 
removed into one of the ruined ground- 
floor otfices to the Houle of Lords, 
where, in ong prodigious heap, it now 
exifis. 

Interior of the Houfe of Lords. En- 
tirely difmantled of its furniture, 
which, 2s already. obferved, now de- 
cotates the new Houle in the Court, of 
Requefls. The walls covered with 
common blue paper, and a_ pained 
canvas dado, &e. This place is: ufed 
for occafional Conferences.

Difmantled alfo, and is become a mere 
lumber-room. 

A potion of the South end of the 
Court of Requefis has been portioned 
eff for a Robing-room for his Majefiy 
(fuch being the ufe of the Prince’s 
Chamber) ; and here is feen the furniture 
of the Pritve’s Chamber, difpofed about 
im mueh the fame fathion as there dif- 
played. The Tapetiry belonging thereto, 
the moft excellent of all the collection, 
has been, however, cut into bits; and

Weli fide. Cleared of the menial 
offices, in like manner as on North 
fide, aud the outlet to Old Palace-yard 
fiopped up, A fire-place has been in- 
troduced, 

The exterior fronts of the Cloifiernext 
the area, untouched, excepting on 
the North, where to the gallery a bow- 
window has been pufhed out ; and, fet- 
ting afide the innovation, not. without 
due attention to the Architecture of 
the feene. The fmali Chapel in the 
area is changed from a fcullery into a 
Houlekeeper’s room; one remove, it 
is confelled, from the loweft degree 
of lay perverfion of a place fo facred. 
The interior has undergone feveral re- 
fiorations, which may be itemed in 
this way. The Wefl end, heretofore a 
blank, being about to be altered, a 
dilcovery, we are.told, was made of 
an open-worked [creen with a door- 
way. This. fcreen is on view,, and 
forms the Weil end of the Chapel. The 
coppers, ovens, finks, &c. removed ; 
and as one divifion. of the delign and 
a few teliiges of the mulliens of the 
windows remained, notwithflanding all 
the havock and change, and by a, refer- 
ence 10 an engraved view of this inte- 
rior in a refiored flate, by J. Carter, 
as publifhed by the Society of Antiqua- 
ries 1795, a general. refioration. has 
been attempted. It. may be faid, that 
from fo many documenis, there could 
be no. danger of error in the undertak- 
ing. But, as fome malign influence 
ever attends the vain purtuits of mre, 
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tal man, plain tranfums haye_ been 
run half way up ihe windows i their 
complete d'sfigarement, and ‘without 
the molt dittant authority from, anfient 
example This firoke mutt be fer down’ 
to the account as an improvement. And 
further, a fire-place has been aide on 
the North fide ; another inprovénient 


alfo. The groined cieling untouched, : 


it being with the capitals to“the co 
lumns in a fate of good’ repair Tn 
1791. 

We all know, that many people, 
and ‘a particular profeffional’ men, are 
in the habit of calling our. antient in- 
teriors, ** The derk and gloomy piles 
of ignorance and fapéritition.” This 
homour for giving pleafant epithers 
arifes moft ceriainly from prejudice, as it 
is evident that the windows, of openings 
for light, to Lach works, were fo abund- 
ant, that no more than a very datrow 
pier was confiructed between each, by. 
way of piace for the charaéterillic bat- 
trefs, as is to be feeu in the neighbour- 
ing Abbey church, &e. &e. 

This phantom of imagined obfeurity, 
and its abhorred tendency, . however, 
appears only in certain plades, and on 
eertain occafions ; for here, int St; Ste- 
phen’s lightfome and elegant Cloitier, 
the various windows have beeif’ flop- 
pel up to two thirds of their heights, 
and filled with opaque .or ground 
glafs, .furrounding coloured — ortia- 
mented compartuents in the Roman 
or Grecian fivle. Ina fhort, the mek 
Sombre hue is every where diffuled,, 
and the moR delightful architettore 
of thele Cloifters auerly thut’ our, 
and hid from view! .

ther up in his‘hand, and wrapt them 
round the wtiff of higdeft arm ; and 
fonzht on with his ‘right hand ull he 
killed the Danith King ; aid-foon afer 
fell himfelf.* The imptobabiliny of ihis 
fad, dated’ by Mr. Peck firfiim'A AD.

uvight increafe the heat, and be the canfe, 
I indlofed a fly in a final} hox coverea 
with a coarfe gaure, and expofed it to 
the fun; but yet it was defiroyed. But 
if, at the moment when it feems.to be 
making its lat Rruggle, it thould be 
fhaded from the fun, it will quickly 
recover its former gaiety, and may again 
ferve for the experiment.

(down flights of fleps) into a curious 
Crypt, confilting of three AilesWefi and 
Fafi, and four Ailes North and South 
and which is immediately under the 
FKaflern half of the Cheir.

them, The letters of Bithop Fell, ip 
particular, who wrote a very fair and 
rather large hand, among the cuflom- 
ary topics of epifiolary correfpondence, 
together with tirong marks of fuperior 
talents, contain fuch anexpeéied and 
unfludied effufions of a truly Chritlian 
heart, that it i almol inpoflible to 
read them awithout sears. ‘l'hefe deli- 
cate touches cannot be feparaied from 
the pallages where they occur without 
lofing their elle. A fpecimen or two, 
not altogether remote or dillimilar, 
may be given. Towards the end of 
Charles I]d’s reign, alloding to the 
dangers which were foreleen and 
dreaded, he fays, “ It will become ns to 
be fevére to ourfelves, but to none be- 
fides,” And again, ‘* Let us endeavour 
to make ourfelves capahle of Divine 
mercy, and then we thall furely have it.” 
In an earlier lexter, after a vifit at Ar- 
bury, he fays, ‘* he was pleafed to have 
feen his friend * happy wasii b's family 
about him: Bat this gives me, in re- 
gard to my funélion, greatelt fatisfac- 
tion, feeing you conflaut in the dives 
of religion, beginnjng and ending your 
day in the fervice of your Miker.”

To refume Mr. Janfon's very enter 
taining deferipuon of the buildings 
projected in the eity of Wathingion: 
© On- thy return to London, ithe fist 
general enquiry, of my frends .is re. 
peéting this far-famed place, The. de 
fcription of it by interefted f{cribblers 
may well ferve to rajfe an Englifhman's. 
curiofity, and lead him -to fancy the 
capital of Columbia a terreftrial para- 
dife, The entrance, or avenues, as they 
aré pompouily called, which lead to the 
American feat of government, “are the 
wortt roads I paffed in the country ; and 
I-appeal w every citizen who has. been 
unlucky enough to travel the ftages North 
and South’ leading tothe city, for the truth 
ofthe afertion. I particularly aliude to 
the nai! ftage road from Bladeniburg to 
Wathington, and from thence to Alexan- 
dria. «In the winter fyafon, dering the 
fitting of Congrefs, every turn ‘of: your 
waggan whee) (furl muft again: obierve, 
that there is no fuch thing,in the counuy 
as what }we call a ftage coach, ora poft- 
ehaife,) ig for many miles~ attended with, 
danger. The .puads are, never repaired y 
decp russ, rocks, and. ftumps of. weet 
every, qmipute impede your panera 
offen threaten your limbs with diflocation, 
Arti Fayat the city, you are ftruck with 
its gfotique’ appeayance. Jn ene vicw 
from the’ Capitol hill, the eye fixes upon 
4 tow’éf Unitorm houfes, ten or fecdee in 
mimber, while it faintly difcoyers the ad- 
jacent tenements to be -miferable wooden 
ftrudtutes, confifting, when you approach 
them, of two or three rooms one above 
another. Again, you tee the Hotel, whic 
was vauntingly promifed, on Jaying the 
fgundation,, to rival the large lons in En- 
gland. This, like every other private ad- 
vencure, failed, the walls and the roof 
semaig, but. not a window! and,, inflead 
ef accommodating the members of Con- 
gicts, and tavellers of diftinétion, as pror 
pailed a number of the loweft order of 
tifh have long held the title of naked poj- 
JSeffion, trom which, were it ever to be- 
come an objet, ‘it would be difficult to 
gje& therm. Turning the’eye, a well: 
finifhed edifice prefents itfelf, furrounded 
by lofty trees, which never felt the ft 
of the axe. ‘The prefident’s houfe, 
offices of flate, and a little theatre, where 
an itinerant company repeated, during a 
part Of thelaft year, the lings: of shake 
fpeare, Otway, and Dryden, to empty 
benches, terminate the vigw of the Penn- 
fylvania or Grand Avenue... Speculation, 
the life of the American, embraced the 
defign of the new city. Several compar 
nics of reaaleers urchafed lecs, and be: 
gan to. build hardfome, ftreets, with af 
ardour that {Gon promifed a large and po, 
Pulous city.” Before they “arrived at the 
arc 
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attic ftory, the failure was manifeft ; and 
in that ftate at this moment are the walls 
of many {cores of houfes begun on a plan 
of elegance. In fome parts, purchaters 
have cleared the wood from their grounds, 
and ereéted temporary wooden buildings ; 
others have fenced in their lots, and at- 
tempted to cultivate’them ; but the fteri- 
Tity of the land laidout for the city is fuch, 
“that this plan has alfo failed, The coun- 
adjoining confifts of woods in a ftate 
of nature, and in fome places of mere 
fwamps, which give the fcene a curious 
patch-work appearance. The view of the 
noble river Potomack, which the eye can 
trace till it tefmifares at Alexandria, is 
very fine. The navigation of the river is 
gocd frony thé bay of Chefapeak, till the 
near approach to the city, where bars of 
fand are formed, which every year en- 
ch confiderably on the channel. The 
‘Yigate which brought the ‘Tunifian’ em- 
“bafly grounded on one of thefe thoals, 
d the barbarians were obliged to be 
landed ‘in ‘boats, ‘This is another great 
difadvantage to the growth of the city. It 
never can become a place of commerce, 
while Baltimore lies oh one fide, and 
Alexandria on the other ; even admitting 
‘the Sao to be equally good—nor 
can the Wild and uneven {pot laid out into 
‘firects be cleared and levelled for building 
ion, for many years, even with the moft 
fidefatigable exertions. The Capitol, of 
which two wings are now finifhed, is of 
hewn ftohe, and will be a fuperb edifice, 
worthy ofits name. The archite&t who 
built the firft wing, left the country foon 
after its completion ; the correfponding 
part was carried on under the direCtion 
of Mr. Latrobe, an Englifhman*; from 
‘whofe taite and judgment much may be 
expefted in finithing the centre of the 
building ; the defign of which, as thewn 
to me by Dr. Thornton, is truly elegant. 
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The Prefident’s houfe is fituated one mie 

from the Capitol,”“at ‘the éXtremity “of 
Pennfylvania Avenue. The cdntem hiea 
ftrects of this embryo city are called, ave- 
nues, and every State ive siattle to one. 
That of Pennfylvania “is the largeft ; ‘in 
fa&t I never heard of more’than that and 
the New 'Jerfey' Avente, except’ fotne 
houfes uniformly’ built, in’ one of whi¢h 
lives Mr. Jefférfon’s printer, John Harti- 
fon Smith, a few more of iuferior note, 
with feme public-houfes, and here and 
there a little grog-/hop. ‘Phis boafted ave- 
nue is as much a wildernefs as Kentucky, 
with this difadvanrage, that the foil is 
good for nothing. Some half-ftarved cat- 
tle browzing’ among the bufhes prefent 
a melancholy Sle to a ftranger, 
whofe expettation Has béeri wound up by 
the iHufive deferiptioOn of fpeculative wti- 
ters, So very thinly is the city peopled, 
and fo little js it nted, that quails 
and other birds are conftantly thot within 
a hundred yards of the Capitol, and even 
during the fitting Of the houfes of “on- 
grels. “Ten years ago Mr. Weld, {peaking 
of the Prefident’s houfe, tells us of its 
being then erefted ; and ofan hundred 
acres of land left for pleafure-ground, and 
& park; or mall, to run in an Eafterly direc- 
tion towatds the Capito!—that the build- 
ings on cither fide of this mall were all 
to be elegant of their kind, and that 
among the »umber it was propofed to have 
houfes built at the public expence for the 
accommodation of public minifters. This 
traveller then proceeds with informing us 
that other parts of this city are appointed. 
for churchés, theatres, colleges, &c. In 
nearly the fame ftate as Mr, Weld faw the 
city fo long ago, it ftill remains, excepr 
indeed that fome of the few houfes ‘which 
were then building are now falling to 
ruin, the unfortunate owner having been 
ruined before he could get them roofed.

hot only by his own feciety, but by all co whom he was known. ‘His maternal rela- 


were natives of America. He received his education at the fchool of the United 
“Brethren at Fulneck in Yorkthire, and afterwards went to profecute his ftudies at their 
‘feminaries at Niefky arid Barby in Germany. On his return, he refided fdr fome years 
‘Mi London, where he held a fituation in the Stamp-office.’ Duting this interval he 
uced himfelf to public notice as the ttanflator of the “ Hiftory of Counts Struen- 

‘fee and Brandt,” and “* Anecdotes of Frederic the Great of Pruffia.” Mr. Latrebe par- 
Sevlarly excels in the art of defign, and to this talent he is probably indebted for his 
@ppointment to th: fituation he holds in America, of which country he has been an 
inhabitant, I believe, abour twelve years. His brother, the Rev. Chriftian Ignatius 
Latrobe, one of the prefent minifters of Fetter-lane Chapel, is diftinguithed for his 
‘knowledge of mufic ; and their maternal uncle, Mr. John Antes, by birth an Ameri- 
an, and now refident ‘at Fulneck, is well known for his mechanical genius; ‘having 
ceived: feyeral premiums for inventions and improvements from the Society of Arts. 
This gentleman lived many years in Egypt,’ where he made a perfonal acquaintance 
with the celebrated Bruce, then e d in his expedition to difcover the fource of the 
‘Nile, ° There too he underwent the fevere difcipline of the baftinado; the particulars 
“ofWhich tranfaCtion, together with various obfervations on the cuuntry, were publithed 
‘By hint, “abou the year 1601.” Neither 
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Neithet park, nor mall, neither churches, 
theatres, hor ecileges, could I difcover fo 
Istely as the fummer, of 1806. A fmall 
ova has indeed been ereéted fince Mr. 

eld vifited Wathington, in the Pennfy!- 
vania Avenoe, called a Theatre, in which 
Mr. Green and the Virginia company of 
comedians Were nearly flarved the only 
feafon it was occupied, and were obliged 
to go off to Richmond during the very 
height of the fitting of Congreis, Public 
offices on cach fide of the Prefident’s 
houfe, uniformly built of briek, may alfo, 
pethaps, have been built fubfequent to 
that That great man who planned 
the City, and after whom it is named, cer- 
tainly entertained the hopes that it would 
at fome future equal antient Rome 
in {plendour and magnificence. Among 
the regulations fer building were thefe— 
that the houfes thouid be of brick or ftone 
—the walls to be at leaft. thirty feet high, 
and to be built parallel to the line of the 
ftrget. The Prefident’s houfe is certainly 
a neat but plain piece of architefture, 
built of hewn ftonc, faid to be of a better 
quality than Portland ftone, as it will cut 
like marble, and tefift the change of the 
feafons in a fuperior degree. Only part 


of it is furnithed ; the whole falary of the 
Prefident would be inadequate to the ex- 
: ome of completing it in a ftyle of fuita- 


Rooms are fitted up for 
himfelf, an audience chamber, and 
apartments for Mr. Thomas Man “Ran- 
dolph, and Mr. Epps, and their refpeétive 
families, who married two of his daugh- 
ters, and are members of the houfe of 
reprefentatives, The ground around it, 
inftead of being laid out ina fuitable ftyle, 
remains in its antient rude ftate; fo that, 
in a dark night, inftead. of finding your 
way to the houfc, you may, perchance, 
fall into a pit, or fumble over a heap of 
rubbith.” The fence round the houfe is 
of the meaneft fort; a common poft and 
rail enclofure. This parfimony deftroys 
every fentiment of pleafure that arifes in 
the mind, in viewing the refidence of the 
Prefident.of a nation, and is a difgrace to 
the country. Among, the fafferers by the 
Wathington {peculation is Mr. Thomas 
Law*, who inv the greateft part of the 
money he obtained in India in building 
near the Capitol, where he ftill refides,

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under the mortifying circumftance of daily 
witneffing whole rows of the fhells of his 
houtes gradually falling to pieces.” 

Let us now turn to the flate of the 
American Navy : 


‘It has beem afferted that a feventy: 
four gun thip was building on the watery 
of the Potomack, frory which e¢ircum- 
ftance no. doubt was entertained of its 
channel being deep enowgh for fhips of 
any burthen. Tis, like moft travellers’ 
exaggerations, is not true-—-no thip of the 
line, nor even a frigate, was éver con- 
ftruéted on the Potomack. ‘he fhrip car 
peniers employed by Government haye 
enough to do to repair thofe already built, 
moft of which are in a fiate of decay. [ 
faw the plank and fome of ihe timbers of 
the frigate cabled the United States, built 
at Philadelphia not twelve years ago, fo 
roiten, that they crumbled to powder om 
being. handled, The tuember of America 
is not fo durable as that of Europe. The 
only past of this City which continues te 
increafe is the Navy-yard; but this circum 
ftance is entirely owing to the few fhips 
of war which the Americans have in cém- 
miliion being ordered there to be fitted 
out and paid off. Tippling thops, and 
houfes of rendezvous for failors and their 
doxies, with anumber of the loweft order / 
of traders, conftitute what is called the 
Navy-yard. On my laft vifit to this yard,$ 
found fix frigates, difmanthed and Jaid up 
in ordinary, and ene nearly equipped for 
fea, fGr the purpofe of carrying back the 
Tunifian embafly wo Barbary. A fmall 
veffel of war, pierced for 20 guns, had 
juft been launched. Mr. Jeffesfon, two 
years ago, adopted an idea of his own, in 
order to raife the credit of the Ameriean 
Navy, and for the deftruétion of the powers 
of Barbary. This is, to build a number 
of {mall veffels of about ioo tohs burden, 
to be called gun-boats, each of which is 
provided with two heavy pieces of od 
nance—one at the ftem, and the other at 
the fier. Though the inutility of thele 
mockeries of men of war has been mani- 
fefted on many occafions, yet the Pref 
dent perfifts in riding his naval a 
horfe, even in Kentucky; where fever 
gun-boats are building on the river Ohio, 
One of them was nearly loft on a vo 
to the Mediterranean—being, the w 
voyage, to ufe a fea phrafe, ‘* wet and 
under waters.” Another, gun Loat, No.1 
(thus they are named, to No. 8,) in a hur 
ricane in South Carolina, was drives 
nedrly a mile into the woods. ,Thefe vel 
fels muft be very unmanageable in action, 
Ir would not be amifs if the Lapa 
could invent a piece of mechanifm w 
would quickly turn them round ; fot, 
this cafe, they might as we turn a a 
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firft prefent the head gun, and then, while 
it was loading, by a magic touch, in a fe- 
cond give a ftern thot! Thus thefe nim- 
ble and redoubied gy:n- boats might chance 
to beat off an Algerine or Tripoline rover. 
Added to thefe, the Ameticans have a 
frigate and two or ‘three fmall veffels of 


war_in the Mediterranean ; apd which . 


conftitute their Navy. Oneof their fineft 


_ frigates, in attempting to bombard Tripoli, 


rided; and every exertion «+ the crew 
to get her off proved ineffe€tual. She 
was taken poffeflion of by the armed boats 
of the Barbarians, and the whole crew 
led into avery, where they endured 
greater har fhips, and bore heavier bur- 


thens, than their own domeftic Negro 


es, 

* Alexandria was about cight years ago 
very flourifhing pjace ; but the great 
es fuftained from the captyre of Ame- 
fican veflcls by the French"in the Weft 
Indies, occationed many failures, In the 
year 1803, the yellow fever, which broke 
out there for the firft time, {wept offa 
mber of its inhabitants. Thefe thocks 
fo deeply affeéted the mercantile in- 
tereft, that the town has but two or three 
thipsin the trade with Great Britain ; and 
there is little profpe&t of its everattaining 
torts former. profperity. The navigation 
of the Potomack, on whofe banks the 
town is built, is very good. I qucftion 
whether a line of battle thip might not 
from the fea, and lie alonefide 
of the wharfs, which is a diftance of 289 
miles. Six miles higher on this river 1s 
the city of Wafthington, but a bar impedes 
the navigation up to the navy-yard of the 
Government.

The defeription of an Embafly from 
Tunis; the extraordinary conduci of

Mr. Jones had 
fifen to eminence in the late Mr Edwin's 
ftyle, and wws aéting-manager ander Pla- 
cide. Jones was fucceededin his manage- 
ment by Mr. Villicrs, a young man of 

fuperior 
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fuperior addrefs and education, who, from 
his own account, left a very genteel fa- 
mily and good*conneétior.; to become a 
player in America. His real name was 
not Villiers; and, from the fame motives 
which probably influenced him to conceai 
that of his family, I decline making’ the 
difcovery. He was a good low comic ac- 
tor, ftudying Nature in all he attempted ; 
and he was a great favourite. In the 
fummer of 1805, he came as far as New 
York on the bufinefs of his theatre, and 
was proceeding up the Hudfon river to, Al- 
bany, where the Old American Company 
were performing, when he was fuddenly 
feized with ficknefs, and landed at a fmall 
town called Efopus, where he died, with 
the moft violent fymptoms of the yellow 
fever, imbibed during his thort ftay at New 
* York. From this mortality, the Ameri- 
can ftage is at prefent fomewhat depreci- 
ateds and itis not to be expected that Eng- 
tand can fpare a fupply of fuch performers 
as have been laft named, with the celerity 
with which a Carolina climate may carry 
them off. At New York Cooper has 
lately been invefted with the theatrical 
command, having rented the theatre of 
the proprietors; from his tafte infele€tion, 
added to his abilities in performance, 
much is expe&ted. The death of Wignal 
has thrown the direétion ofthe Philadel- 
“phia company into the hands of Warren, 
who. is well qualified for the arduous un- 
dertaking. Wignal was alfo cut off fud- 
denly. He had recently married Mrs. 
Merry, and in a very few months fhe was 
left in a ttate of fecond widowhood. 

** Williams, who acquired confiderable 
literary notoriety in London under the af- 
fumed name of Apthony Pafquin, ‘and 
who has fince been redueed to the drudg- 
ery of editing a Bofton newfpaper, in his 
late publication intituled ** The American 
Drama,” thews that he poffeffed but little 
infornyation on the fubjeét. He errone- 
oufly afferts that ‘ the firft theatrical com- 
pany on record who enaéted in North 
America, is a little troop who came from 
the Weft Indies, the management of 
which devoived wpon a ptrformer of the 
namé of Hallam, who travelled and per- 
formed in all principal towns.’ With 
fomewhat more correétnefs he repirobates 
the eaftom of fmoking fegars, and drink- 
ing, inthe American theatres. The filthy 
cuftom is now fomewhat abated—the 
beaflly prattice increafes, ‘The lobbies of 
all American theatres ate provided with 
bar-tooms, to which thé mén refort be- 
tween each aét to drink, and from which 
the ladies are regaled it their feats with 
gla of their favourite beverage. ‘Thus, 
on the fall of the curtain, the da/hing fel- 
lows aré int a ftate of intéxication. Smok- 
ing is a fill greater evil in a crowded 
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houfe ; to prevent which, the managers 
are conftantly making unavailing remon-

“« We are not to fuppofe that the Apoftie 


intended to forbid neceffary, or even fe« 
vere correction; but, 1. all needle/s feve- 


rity. Never impofe on ‘them a painful 


tafk, but when it is really neceffary ; and, 
if poffible, always give them a reafon for 
every command, which has the appcats 
ance of feverity : this cannot be done is 
their infancy, but fhould be attended tq 
as early as poffible. This will greatly 
tend to conciliate their cfteem and love ; 
and when this is done, your commends 
will be eafy ; the heavieft yoke will ap. 


pear light to them, and inftead of being. 


irritated or difcouraged, they will obey 
you with pleafure, 92. Never punith your 
children for your own pilrafure, but for 
their profit, Some parents are notorioufly 
culpable here: fond of difplaying theig 
power, and exercifing their authority;

ing exprefiions, are punifhed in a man- 
net which ought never to be done, bit 
in eapital cafes!

to aga n. 
oe rato in a way that is calcus 
to convince the child that the patent 
feels 2 far greater ‘pleafure in forgiving 
than in punifhing. 4. Never withhold 
from your children, the encoutagement 
they deferve. ‘This greatly tends to dif- 
courage and ¢ them. ‘The appro- 
bation of a parent is, in the eftimation of 
achild, a great reward, It encoura- 
ges them Pap Bi your commands, and to 
endeavour to pleafe you. ‘* The hope of 
reward fweetens labour,” and is one of 
the principal fprings of exertion. This 
hope a wife parent will not difappoint, 
becaufe that would tend to deftroy it : he 
will rather ufe every lawful and prudent 
means to keep it alive. At the fame time 
your children muft be taught that it is 
their duty to obey you withuut any reward; 
and that the rewards you beftow upon 
them are fo many pena of your affection 
and favour. 5. Be not difficult to be 
pleafed. ‘ThisAs a great fault in a parent, 
and bas the maft unhappy influence upon 
the Mind of a child. If your children 
endeavour to pleafe you, and you are fa- 
tisfied they intended jt, you otight to be 
3. yea, even though you difap- 
prove of the aétion itfelf! You may eafily 
thew that you are pleafed with the inten- 
tion, though you difcountenance the ac- 
tion. If children find, after feveral at- 
tempts to pleafe their parents, that they 
are not pleafed, they will be difcouraged, 
and mot likely foon to attempt it again; 
but if they find their attempts fuccefsful, 
they will be encouraged to perfevere.”, ... 
“ A general acquaintance with the word 
of Truth is of the utmoft importance. 
Even thofe parts of Scripture generally 
fiyled Hiftorical, contain fuch a rich va- 
riety of important narratives delivered in 
a ftyle fo fimple, and yet fo ftriking, that 


they can hardly fail to intereft a young. 


mind ; and the vices of men are fo re- 
atded as to make them appear mote odi- 
ous, when viewed in connexion with their 
ces and punifhments, by. far, 

than would have appeared, had the 
infpired writers reafoned upon their im- 
Propriety. Domeftic fcenes are here repre- 
fented in a ftyle fimply clegant and truly 
afieGiing. ‘The young reader will find 
in viewing them, and pleafure 

will lead to profit. I cannot help lament- 
“that the rifing generation aré not 
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made more acquainted with the Bible. 
The practice, that too much prevails, of 
almoft difcarding the Bible in fome femi- 
naries of learning, is infufferable! Hu- 
man compofitions, however good, 
very little proportion in real value to the 
Bible. Iam perfuaded that incalculable 
would arife from making chil- 
dren well acquainted with the Scriptures 
while young. Infidels would not find it 
fo eafy a matter to corrupt the minds of 
our youth, if were well acquainted 
with the word of ; but, having avery . 
flight acquaintance with it, their efteem. . 
and veneration for it is {mall; and a few , 
plaufible obje€tions raifed by a witty infi- 
de} will fhake their faith : and finding the 
Bible unfavourable to their finful propen- 
fities, they aré foon brought to difbelieve, 
or at leaft difregard it entirely.” 

Mr.Vipond’s Addrefs both to Parents 
and Children is judicious ; and to thofe 
who alledge that ‘they have delayed 
too long—that their authority over their 
children is loft,” he properly replies, 

** This indeed furnifhes matter of the 
dcepeft regret and forrow ; but fill there 
is hope. The bitter confequences of your 
paft negleét will follow you, and (‘tis 
probable) embitter all your future days; 
but ftill fomething may be done, By rea- 
JSoning, by intreating, and by mildly and 
cautioufly endeavouring to exert your au- 
thority, you may yet recover your influ- 
ence (at leaft in part), and preferve your 
families from utter ruin. Ifyou cannat 
do all you would, negle& not to do all 
you can, and lament the paft folly by 
which you are now fettered.

101. Report of the College of P ians, 
an ws before pate 

BY this important: Report it appears, 
that the College is decidedly in favour 
of the efficacy of Vaccination, and 
deem it their duty to recommend its 
practice. It begins by lating, that the 
College has applied, not only to all the 
Medical and Surgical Colleges in the 
United Kingdom, but to all the Socie- 
ties; belides which, it inwited indivi- 
duals to contribute all neceffary infor- 
mation. Upon the immenfe mofs of 
evidente thus obtainéd, she College 
has made its Report, of Which the fol- 
lowing isan Abfiraét: 

** Vaccination appears to he in general 
perfectly tafe; the inftances to the con- 
trary being extremely rare, The 4ifeafe 
excited by it is flight, and feldom pre- 

vents 
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vents thofe under it from following their 
ordinary’ occupations. ‘It has been com- 
Frunicated with'ti to pregnant women, 
torchildsen during dentition, and in their 
carheft infancy, in all which refpeéts it 
poffefies material advantage over Inocula- 
tion for the Small Pox, which, though 
produdtive pf a difeafe generally mild, yet 
fometimes occafions alarming fymptoms, 
and is in a few cafes fatal, 

“* The feeurity derived from Vaccina- 
tion againft the Small Pox, if not abfo- 
lutely perfeét, is as nearly fo as perhaps 
can be expeéted from any human difco- 
very ; for arnongft feveral handred thou- 
. fand cafes, with the refults of which the 
College have been made acquainted, the 
number of alledged failures has been fur- 
prifingly fmall, fo much fo, as to form 
certainly no reafonable objeftion to the 
genera) adoption of Vaccination ; for it 
appears that there are not nearly fo many 
failures, in a@ given number of vaccinated 
perfons, as ‘there are deaths in an equal 
number of perfons inoculated for the 
Small Pox. Nothing can more clearly 
demonftrate the fuperiority of Vaccination 
over the Inoculation of tHe Smal! Pox, 
than this confideration ; and it is a moft 
important fa&, which has been confirm- 
ed in the courfe of this enquiry, that in 
almoft every cafe where the Small Pox 
has fateteded Vaccination, whether by 
Inoculation or by cafual infeétion, the 
difeafe has varied much from its ordinary 
edurfe ; it has neither been the fame in 
the violence, nor in the duration of its 
fymptoms, but has, with very fewexcep- 
tions, been remarkably mild, ds if the 
Small Pox had been deprived; by the pre- 
vious Vaccine Difeafe, of rg ma- 
liguity... The teftimonies e the Col- 
lege of Phyficians are. very deciced in de- 
cluring that Vaccination does iefs mifchicf 
to the confiitution, and lefs frequently 
gives rife to other difeafes, than the Small 
Pox, either natural or inoculated, 

“The College feel themfelves called 
upon to ftate this ftrongly, becaufe it has 
been objeted to Vaccination, that it pro- 
duces new, unhedrd-of, and monftrous 
difeafes. Of fuch aficrtions no proofs 
have been produced, and, after diligent 
inquiry, the College believe them to have 
been cither the inveusions of defigning, 
or the miftakes of igunrant men. In thefe 
re(peéts then, in its mildiecisy its fatety, 
and its confequences, the indivicius!l may 
lowk for the peculiar advantages of © acci- 
nation. The Benefits which How trom 
it to fociety are infinitely more confidera- 
ble; it fpreads no infeétion, and can be 
communicated ooly by Inoculation. It 
is frony a confideration of the peinicious 
effets of the Smatl Pox, that the real.va- 
iwe af Vaccination js uw be ehimated. The 
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Natural Small Pox has been fuppofed to 

defiroy a tixth ofali whom it attacks ; 

and that even by Inoculation, where that. 
has been in parithes and towns,» 
about one in 300 has ufyally died. It is. 
not fufficiently known, or not adverted to, 

that nearly. one-tenth, fome years more 

than one-tenth, of the whole mortality in 

London is occafioned by the Small Pox ; 

and however beneficial the Inoculation of 

the Small Pox may have been to individu- 

als, it appears to have kept up a conftant 

fource of contagion, which has been the 

means of increafing the number of deaths 

by what is called the Natural Difeafe. it 

cannot be doubted that this mifchief bas 

been extended by the inconfiderate man- ° 
ner in which great numbers of perfons, 

even fince the introdu€tion of Vaccina-- 
tion, are ftill every year inoculated with 

the Small Pox, ‘and afterwards required 

to attend two or three times a week at the 

places of Inoculation, through every flage 

of their illnefs,.. From this then the» 
Publick are to expeét the great and uncon-, 
troverted fuperiority of Vaccinations that. 
it communicates no cafual infe€tion, and, 

while it is a proteétion to the individual, 

it is not prejudicial to the Publick. 

** It has been already mentioned that 
the evidence is not univerfally favourable, | 
although it is in truth nearly fo ; for there 
are a few who entertain fentiments differ-_ 
ing widely from thofe of the great majo- 
rity Of their brethren. The College, 
therefore, deemed it their duty, in a par 
ticular manner to enquire upon what 
grounds and evidence the oppofers of Vac- 
cination refted their opinions. From per- 
fonal examination, as well as from theit 
writings, they endeavoured td learn the 
full extent and weight of their objeétions. 
They found them without experience in 
Vaccination, fupporting their opinions by 
hearfay information and hypothetical 
reafoning ; and, upon inveftigating the 
faéts which they advanced, they found 
them to be.either mifapprehended or mif-. 
reprefénted, or that they fell under the 
defeription of cafes of imperfe& Small” 
Pox before noticed, aid which the Col- 
lege have endeavoured fairly to appreciate. 

** The practice of Vacc;nation is but of 
eight years ftanding ; and its promoters, as 
well as opponents, muft keep in mind, 
that a period fo fhort is too limited to ale 
certain cvery point, er to bring the art to 
that perfeétion of which it may be capable, 
The truth of this will readily be admitted 
by thofe acquainted with the biftory of 
Inoculation for the Small Pox. 

** Though the College of Phyficians 
have confined themfelves in eftimating the 
eviclence to fuch faéis as have oecurred im 
their own Country, becaufe the accumcy 
of them could beft,. be afcertained, they 
canna * 
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cannot be infenfible to the confirmation 
thefe receive from the reports of the fuc-

With refpe& to the charge again 
Vaccination of producing: various new dit- 
eafts of frightful and monftrous appear- 
ance—reprefentations of fome of thefe 
have been exhibited in prints in a way to 
alarm the feelings of parents, and to in- 
fufe dread and apprehenfion into the 
minds of the uninformed. Publications 
with fuch reprefentations have been wide- 
ly circulated ; and though they originate 
either in grofs ignorance, or wilful miite- 
prefentation, yet they have leffened the 
confidence of many, particularly of the 
lower claffes, in Vaccinajon. No perma- 
nent effeéts, however, in retardipg the 

tefs of Vaccination, need be appre- 

from fuch caufes, for, as foon as 

the Publick fthall view them coolly and 
without furprife, they wil excite con- 
tempt, and not fear. 

“ Were encouragement given to Vacci- 
nation by offering it to the poorer clafles 
without expence, there is little doubt but 
it would in time fuperfede the Inoculation 
for the Small Pox, and thereby various 
fources of variolous infection would be cut 
off ; but, till Vaccination becomes general, 
it will be impoffible to prevent the con- 
ftant recurrence of the Natural Small Pox 
by means of thefe who are inoculated, 
except it fhould appear proper to the Le- 
giflature to adopt, in its wifdom, fome 
meafuré by which thofe who ftill, from 
terror or prejudice, prefers the Small Pox 
to the Vaccine difeafe, may, in thus con- 
fulting the gratification of their own feel- 
ings, be prevented from doing mifchief to 
their neighbours. 

“ From the whole of the above confi- 
derations, the College of Phyficians fee} 
it their duty ftrongly to secommend the 
op? of Vaccination. They have been 

to this conclufion by no preconceived 


pinion, but by the mot unbiafled judg- 
megt, formed from an irrefittible weight 
of evidence which has been iaid before 
them. For when the number, the re- 


Spe&ability, the difintereitednefs, and 
the extenfive experience of its advocates, 
is compared with the feeble and imper- 
fe& teftimonies of its few oppofers: and 
when it is confidered that many, who 
were enge adverfe to Vaccination, have 
béen convinced by farther trials, and are 
Bow 40 be ranked its warmeft 
tess ; the truth feems to be eftablith- 

¢das firmly as the nature of fuch a quef- 
tion admits; fo that the College of Phyfi- 
cians conceive that che Publick may reas 
fonably took forwata with fome degree of 
40 the time when all oppotitivn Mall 
Sele, and the genetal eoncuriciwe of 
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mankind fhall at length be able to put an 
end to. the ravages at leaft, if not to the 
exiftence, of the Small Pox,

~ Vifcount Newark, on rifing to move an 
Addrefs to his Majefty, defcanted in a 
feeling manner on the virtues of the So- 
veregign ; and obferved, that by availing 
himfelf of the only conftitutional mode of 
collefting the fenfe of his people, the 
Houfe had become the organ of exprefiing 
the public opinion, The Country had, 
beyond all queftion, thewn its determina- 
tion to fuppert his Majefly in the exercite 
of his prerogative, and in his efforts to 
withftand every unconftitutional innova- 
tion. He then adverted to the different 
topics in the Speech ; exprefled hishopes, 
that the reverfes we had experienced were 
only partial and temporary; was happy 
to hear that the enquiries commenced in 
the laft Parliament would be profecuted 
in the prefent; and concluded with the 
following remark on his Majefty’s Speech: 
* He calls on us to cherifh among our- 
felves a fpirit of union and harmony ; and 
when, I would afk, was ever fuch a fug- 
geftion more feafonable, or more impret- 
five? We have Rill an arduous conflié 


to fuftain ; we have to withftand and coun- 
teract the hoftility of a powerful, invete- 
rate, and rancorous Foe ; and have furely 
need of all our united energies for the 


attainment of a fecure and honourable 
"—His Lordfhip then moved the 
Addrefs of ‘Thanks to his Majefty, which, 
as ufual, reiterated the fentiments of the 
Speech. 
Mr. Jdall feconded the motion ; and ob- 
ferved that his Majefty had aflerted the 
jut rights of the Conftitution, and of ‘our 
civil and religious eftablifhments, and 
felt himfelf obliged to combat with firm- 
nefs thofe whom he had lately called to 
his Councils. He fubmitted to the Houfe, 
What a monftrous conclufion muft be 
drawn from the extraordinary afferstion, 
“that the King could have no confcience 
but what was in the keeping of hiv Minif- 
ters! The voice of the People had been 
fafficiently expreffed by the geucral, con- 
¢urrence which diétated their Addrefies 
from every part of the Kingdom, The 
Mmeafure propoted by the late Miniftry was 
wowife and uncalled-for ; and the refufal 
of his Majefty was neceflary, to prevent 
the abolition of the Conftitution. He 
foncluded with calling upon the Oppofition 
Members to fee! for the fituation of the 
Country, the fafety of which was at take, 
aod in. the fupporte of which all parties 
Were equally interefted. 5 
- .Vifcount Howick faid, there were in the 
ech, ag well as the fentiments of the 
two Gentlemen who hadjuft (peken, pal- 
fages fo extra cdinaty, that be could wet 
Meter calling tine attention of the Houfe to 


them, and demanding the juftice which 
the late Minifters had a right to claim; 
namely, that, if thofe paflages were meant 
as charges, they fhould be fairly brought 
forward ; dnd if as infinuations, they 
fhould be made clear, He begged to be 
contidered as deéming his Majefty’s Speech 
the Speech of the Minifters by whom it 
was advifed, and who ajone were refpon- 
fible for its contents; and however fevere 
the exprefiions he might find it his duty 
to ufe on this fubjeét, he trufted they 
would not be mifconftrued to mean any 
thing derogatory from that refpe& which 
he was always ready to pay to the Sove- 
reign. But the Mover and the Seconder 
had concluded their fpeeches, as his Ma- 
jetty’s Speech concluded, by calling for 
Unanimity. In one point alone he feared 
that he could ‘agree with them, that 
there never was a more awful crifis; that 
the Country was never in greater danger ; 
and that there never was a greater demand 
for unanimity and co-operation, if they 
could be obtained: but, while the word 
** unanimity” was on their lips, they in- 
troduced topies which muft neceflarily 
produce diifion, They had called’ the 
attention of the Moufe to the late diffolu- 
tion of Parliament; and both had con- 
tended, that the power of diffolving Par- 
liament was an indifputable prerogative 
of the Crown, given for the advantage of 
the fubjcéts; but neither of then’ had 
ftated that this, like every other preroga- 
tive, was fubje& in its exercife to be con- 
fidered by Parliament. Alluding to the 
meafure selative to the Catholics, he faid, 
he had fcarcely recovered from the afto- 
nifiment which it had occafioned. He 
noticed the complaint of the laft Speaker, 
that undue influence had been ufed by 
the late Miniftry ; but it was evident that 
the prefent had ufed fuch influence by 
wholefale. Unlefs Parliament were to 
fay at once, that the prerogatives of the 
Crown ought to be curtailed, and that 
Parliament fhould be rendered permanent, 
it could never be contended that any dif- 
folution was better timed than that which 
took place ander his Majefty’s late Minit- 
ters, At the end of a Negotiation which 
left little hope of a Peace, it was futely 
advitable to fhew the Enemy aod the 
Allies of the Country, that the King, the 
Parliament, and the People, were dcter- 
mined to unite in withftanding all the 
efforts of an unrelenting Enemy. Never 
did greater unanimity prevail (han-on that 
eccafion, But the Gentlemen oppofite, 
by the difolution which they had advifed, 
had created an infinity of pablie and pri- 
vate inconveniences; t had produced 
the utmoft dilunion.; unftead of unit- 

ing 
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ing the people, they had kindled religious 
animofities, fet man agawft man, and 
brother againtt brother: they nad tet the 
people of Ircland againit the people of 
Evgiand, by thewing the great vody of 
Irith what the Englith were unfavourable 
te. their claims. Such cOhduct wouid be 
at any time criminal; but, when it was 
contidered wich, refereuce to the necelfity 
tha: exifted for making a due smpretiion 
ou our Allies, & became til mor to.— 
He then detailed the advantages which 
he conceived would bave aiifeu to the pub- 
lick from the number of private bills wnich 
had been introduced im the laft Parlia- 
ment, and brought almoft to the laft ftage, 
when it was diffolved. He added, that 
the late Miniftcrs were about to propote 
fome expedient for the relief of the India 
Company ; but thele, and all their other 
aéts and intentions, had been fruftraicd 
by the diffolution. And for what purpoie 
had all thefe mifchicis been ogcaiioned ? 
‘Phe ‘inconvenicace of diflulving the Par- 
liament at tuch a time was paysiicularly 
great; it was indeed an event which 
ought not to be tolerated in contticuuonal 
times,—The lioufe were now wid, that 
they were called together merely for a 
month, to wind up the bufinels of the laft 
Parliament. Ita month would be fufii- 


cient for that purpoie in the prefent Par- 
kiament, a month would have been {ufii- 


cient for itin the laft. The lace Minifters 
would fearcely have objeéted to their own 
meaiures. No neceflity, therefore, did 
exift. Why then, did they take this flep ? 
In order that an appeal fhould be meade te 
the People, as it was flared in his Majef- 
ty’s Speech, while recent events were trefh 
in their recollection ; in other words, 
during the prevalence of that bale cry, 
which, it was hoped, would have an im- 
fluence on the Elections. He defied any 
other Tnterpretation to be made of this 
proceeding; althoagh in his Majefty’s 
Speech there was fomething like an at- 
tempt at this, and in theVifcount's Addrefs 
much more. His Lordhhip next entered 
at great length into a defence of Minifters 
for bringing forwarc the meature relative 
te the Catholics; and aflested, that no 
perfons, except thoie who had only the 
capaci of a child, could behevé that it 
was incompatible with the Coronation 
Qath 5 and he wondered hew Munifiers 
eould, with common decency, affert that 
the diffolution had been rendered nevetiary 
for the maintenance of the juft rights of 
the Crown and the true principles of the 
Conftitution.—In allufion to fame com- 
—— which had been paid by Mr. 
to Mr. Pict, his Lordthip faid, he 
fhould belie the whole of his political life, 
rwere he to confider him as the extraordi- 
Bary Stateiman whi¢h be bad been repre- 


fented to be, He then proceeded tu cen- 
fue the reftoration of the Infpetting Field 
Officers to the Volunteers; and afked 
whether the allufion in the Speeeh to the 
clofe connexion about to be formed with 
our Allies, was meant to intinwate, that 
the late Minifters had negleéted to do their 
duty on this fubje¢t ? He deprecated the 
introdu@tion of the topic in the Speech, 
which aided to our reverfes in egypt, 
and the rupture with Turkey; recom- 
mended a fyftem of conciliation to be pro- 
poled for lveland ; and obferved, that, if 
he was an enemy to the prefent Adeninif- 
tration, it was becaufe he was convmeed 
that fuch an Adminiftration was pregnant 
with the greateft dangers to the King and 
the Conititution. He concluded by mov- 
ing an Amendment to the fame effet # 
that in the Houte of Lords (fee p. 578.) 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer fol- 
lowed Lord Howick through all the points 
on which he had touched. He mfified, 
that his Majefty’s advifers would have 
been culpable if they had let a moment 
pafs without caufing an zppeal to be made 
tothe People; and that the circumftances 
which Lord H. had brought forward to 


condemn the meafure, were in themfelves” 


a jaftification of it. He meant to thew 
that the fums voted by the laft Pasliament 
for the Public Expenditure .had been pro! 
perly applied by the prefent Minifters; 
adverted to the probable confequences of 
attording thole indulgences to the Catho- 
lics which the late Miniftry had endea- 
voured to obtain for them, denied that 
any blame was intended to be thrown on 
the late Miniftry for the rupture with Tur 
key, or cur fatlure in Egypt; contrafted 
the reftoration of 100 Infpecitng’ Officers, 
who were neceffary, with 800 Surveyor 
of taxes, appointed by the late Miniftry, 
who were unneceffary, and whofe ap- 
pointments were unauthorifed ; ahd com 
cluded with hoping, that, as there were 
no grounds for the amendment, the Hoult 
would rejeét it. 

Mr. Windham contended, at fome lengtlt, 
that the late diffolution was illegal ; and 
had been effeéted by the prefent Minifters, 
who availed themfelves of a public delu- 
fion, of which the People already repented,

dated Culloden, Batavia Roads, Nov. 28. 

Sir, Their Lordthips have been already 
apprized of my intention of proceeding to 
this quarter in fearch of the French fqua- 
dron, which I had been led to believe 
would have efe this appeared in the 
Afiatic feas. 1 was joined off the ifland 
of Eugenio, on the 23d inftant, by his 
Majefty’s thip Sir Francis Drake ; and 
proceeding through the Straights of Sunda 
with the thips Culloden, Powerful, Ruf- 
fel, Belliqueux, Sir Francis Drake, Terp- 
fichore, and Sea Flower, on the. 26h, 
captured, off Bantain, the Dutch Com- 
pany’s armed brig Maria Wilhelmina. On 
the following morning we arrived off Ba- 


tavia; the Terpfichore leading the fleet 
through the very intricate navigation ina 
moft judicious manner, preceded by the 
Sea Flower. I direéted the frigates and 
brig to enter the Roads between the Ifland 
of Ouruft and Java, the line of battle 
fhips taking a more circuitous paffage, 
On difcovering us as we approached, the 
Dutch National frigate Pheenix, Avantu- 
rier and Zee Ploeg brigs, two of their 
Company's armed fhips, and two armed 
brigs, immediately ran on fhore, followed 
by the merchantmen; the William cot. 
vette having previoufly firuck to (he Terp. 
fichore, on pafling, Ouruft. The fhoal 
water prevented our anchoring fufficiently 
near to fire with effe& on the batteries or 
the thips on. fhore.” The boats of the 
fquadron accordingly affembled alongfide 
the Terpfichore, which, with the Sit 
Francis Drake, bad been placed as neat 
as poflible to cover them, and were led in 
to deftroy the enemy's fhips by Captains 
Fleetwood Pellew, under a heavy fire from 
the thips and the batteries. On approach 
ing the Phoenix, the crew abandosted het, 
and on boarding the was found fcuttled, 
The guns were immediately turned on the 
other fhips, While the boats were deftroy- 


.ing the remainder, when. the was alfe fet 


on fire and burnt, wich the whole of the 
enemy’s armed force, and nearly 20 mer! 
chantmen. . The gallant conduét of Capt.

Difpatches, 
of which the following are copies and ex- 
trafts, have been received by Vifcount 
Caftlereagh, from Major-general Frafer, 
commanding in Egypt. 

. Extratt of a Letter from Gen. Stewart to 
Gen, Frafer; dated Rofetta Lines, April.s, 
From the great extent of the town (Ro- 
fetta), it was found impoffib'e that our 
fmali army could inveft more than one- 
half, A line was accordingly taken up 
froni the Nile to’ the front of the Alex- 
andrian gate, thence retiring towards the 
in, where our dragoons were pofted. 
‘A mortar and fome guns were brought 
into play early in the afternoon; thefe 
‘were anfwered by the fhoats of the Albu- 
nians from their walls, and by inceffant 
difcharges of mufketry through the loop- 
holes and crevices, which were innume- 
table. ‘ In conformity with your inftruc- 
ticns, Capt. Hallowell and I fent, on the 
6th inftant, a fummons, and favourable 
terms, to the civil and to the military 
Governor, accompanied by an addrefs to 
the inhabitants. We were requefted by 
the former, in their anfwer, to await their 
seceving inftrustions from Cairo ; for 
Whigh purpofé ‘a temporary fufpention of 
‘hofiilities.was propofed. It not being ex- 
og to accede to this, we continued to 
the town; and by the 10th had 
‘tWo mortars, two 12-pounders, a howit- 
zer, and a 6-pounder, in play; on the 
Mth, a work for five 6-pounders, and 32- 
pound carronades, was completed, imme- 
diately oppofite the Alexandrian gate. 
Skirmithes on our left were in the mean 
time frequent. The fummonfes were re- 
peated to the Albanian Chiefs on the 
toth. “Our flag of truce was thrice fired 
@; and it was only by means of a great 
teward’ that a common Asab Could be in- 


duced to be the bearer of any communi- 
cation with fuch enemies. Having becn 
informed by you of the co-operation which 
was likely to exift between us and the 
Mameluke Beys, { availed myfelf of this 
in our meffage to the enemy: he feemed, 
however, ‘to be indifferent tosit. OF ¢i- 
ther meffage or letter 1 have heard rio 
more, and haye reafon to apprehend that 
the unfortunate Arab has been beheaded. 
From the 12th to'the 18th nothing extra- 
ordinary occurred. Relying on the ap- 
proach of the Mamelukes, every exertion 
was continued in getting up ftores, am- 
munition, and provifions, from the Lake, 
On the 15th, the enemy gave our right 
flank confiderable annoyance, by two 
guns in feparate batteries on the oppofite 
fide of the river; of théfe it was neceffary 
to difpoffefs them. Major M‘Donald, 78th 
regiment, was detached acrofs the river, 
in front of Aboumandour Mofque, befote 
day-light on the 16:h, with 250 men, 
Lieut. Robinfon, of the Tigre, accompa- 
nied the Major with 40 feamen, whofe 
fervices~were particalarly valuable. He 
made a circuitous march, and arrived in 
rear of the batteries by dawn of day; he 
captured and completely deftroyed them, 
and fired feveral rounds into the town 
from their own guns; he then fent the 
guns, with 12 camels and a confidersble 
numbet of tents, acrofs the river. The 
enemy received reinforcements, the Major 
retired, and effected thir fervice inegually 
good ftyle: although undey fire from the 
enemy, he re-embarked ‘he whole of his 
detachment in the beft order, and had 
only four men wounded. J have partica- 
larly to ftate, that much'of the goud for- 
tune which attended this enterprize may 
be attributed to Capt. Hallowell; by his 
exertions a fufficiency of fmall craft were 
difeovered under water, were raifed, and 
during the dark of the night of the 15th 
were fo well prepared, that nearly the 
whole of the detachment was conveyed 
from fhore to fhore at one turn, Twenty- 
fire armed fellahs, who formed part of a 
large body detached againft us from Cairo, 
were yefterday captured near El Maniét. 
They had killed their own chief, and were 
wandering near our pot more with a View 
to plunder than of hoftility.” We have 
done great damage to the town; and have 
not thrown lefs than 300 fitells from mot- 
tars alone. The indifference, howevef, 
of the enemy to the mifeties which Li 
unavoidably caufed to the inhabitrnis is 
manifeft. Alchough his force be faid nde 
to exceed 800 cavalty, 800 Albanians, 
and 1000 armed inbabitants, yet, frofn 
the exienr and the peculiar natare of ‘his 
lines of defence, to attempt an affault js 
decided'y nor an advifeable meafure. Our 
fuccefs will depend on the arrival of the

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_ Mamelukes, in conjunétion with whom a 
force may be immediately thrown on the 
oppofite fide of Re Nile; the doing this at 
prefent is impoffible. Our enemy is ftrong 
in cavalry—wwe have none; and ihe Debra

the mean time the poft of Hamet be- 
comes of greater value, as our friends are 
expefted to approach; every art fhall be 
mide to retain it.

Sir, Since, clofing my letter of this 
morning's date, IT have received a dif- 
patch from Lieut.-col. Pack at Colonia, 
informing me that the enemy, 1000 
ftrong, had made an atiempt on his pok, 
at one in the morning of the 22d inftant, 
The attack commenced on an advanced 
guard, and immediately after dn, the lines, 
The troops on duty fupported the poft 
until the corps got under arms, which 
they did with great alacrity, and inftantly 
repelled the affailants, and purfued them 
to the village vf Real, about three miles 
from the town, At day-light no enemy 
was to be feen for many miles, We had 
not a man killed in this affair, Tam forry 
to add, that Major Trotter (Commiander 
of the light battalion) was wounded in the 
body, and Capt. Willgrefs (of the artil- 
lery) has the bone of his arm Mattered. 
The enemy's lofs is unknown. Eight 
killed and as many wounded were left on 
the field. As Col Pack reports that his 
works are in a-refpectable ftate of defence, 
and as the reinforeement would reach him 
immediately after the date Of his letter, 1 
am under no apprehenfion foy the fafety 
of his poft.

ABSTRACT OF FOREIGN OCCURRENCES. 


PRUSSIAN POLAND. 

Seventy WINTH BULLETIN OF THE 
Frencn Gnanp Army.—tPhis is dated 
Wehlaw, Jane 17. The Empcror gave 
orders to the Grand Duke of Berg, the 
Marfhals Soult and Davouft, to. mancen- 
vre towards Koenighberg; and with the 
corps belonging to the Maifhals Mortier 
Ney, and Lannes, the Imperial Guard, 
and the figft corps, commanded by Gene- 
‘ral Viétor, he marched to Friedland in 
perfon. On the 14th, the Emperor re- 
minded his troops that it was the anniver- 
fary of the viétory of Marengo.—Several 
engagements near Friedland cecupitd the 
morning, in which the Allies were worft- 
ed,. At five in the afternoon the ‘hole 
of the hc ft:ile corps feemed ready for ac- 
tion. The enemy had deployed the whole 
of iis army. His left was fupported by 
the, town of Friedland, and his right ex- 


tended a league and a’half beyond it. The 
Emperor, having reconnoitred the pofition, 
was determined to get pofleffion of Fried~ 
land; he fuddenly changed his front, 
and caufing the right to advance, he or- 
dered the attack to be made by the extre- 
mity of the right wing. | At halfafter five 
Marfhal Ney put himfetfin motion ; fome 
difcharges from a battery of 20 pieces of 
cannon were the fignal. At the fame 
moment the divifion cf General Marchand 
advanced againft the enemy, taking their 
route by the fteeple of the church, Ge- 
neral Biffon’s divifion fupported their left. 
The moment the enemy perceived that 
Marfhal Ney had quitted the wood, where 
he had at firft taken a pofition with his 
right, they endeavoured to turn him with 
feveral regimenits of cavalry, preceded by 
a cloud of Coffacks. Gen, Latou® Mae- 
bourg’s divifion of dragdons formed imme- 

diately, 
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iately, advanced to the right im full gal- 
a and repelled the enemy’s charge. In 
the mean while Gen. Vidtor ordered a bat- 
tery of 30 pieces of cannon to be placed 


in the front of his centre. General Sen- 
nermont, who commanded this battery, 
caufed it to be moved 400 paces in advance, 
by which the enemy fuftained a dreadful 
lofs. The different movements made by 
the Ruffians, to effeét a diverfion, were 
ufelefs.—Several columns of the enemy’s 
infantry, that attackedMarfhalNey’s right, 
were charged with the bayonet, and dri- 
ven into the Alle. Several thoufands 
found their death in that river, and fome 
efcaped by {wimming. 

During the time Marfhal Ney’s eft arri- 
ved at the ravine which farrounds the town 
of Friedland, the enemy, whovhad here 
concealed the Ruffian Emperor’s guard in 
an ambufcade, advanced with inrepidity, 
and charged Marfhal Ney’s left. This 
éorps was for a moment fhaken ; but 
Dupont's divifion, which formed the 
right ef the referve, marched againft the 
Ruffian Imperial Guard, routed them, and 
made a dreadful flaughter. The enemy 
drew fevera) reinforeements from his cen- 
tre, and other corps in referve, to defend 
Friedland. Vain efforts’ Friedland was 
forced, and its ftreets covered with dead 
bodies. At this moment thé centre, com- 
manded by Marfhal Lannes, was engaged. 
The effort which the enemy had made at 
the extremity of the right of the French 
. having failed, he wifhed to try a fimilar 

Operation upon the, centre; but the 

charges of cavalry and infantry could not 

retard the march of our columns} all the 
+ efforts of Ruffian bravery were ufelefs. 

They could make noimpreffion, but met 

death upon the points of our bayonets, 

The Imperial Guard, horfe and foot, and 

two divifions of the referve of the firft 

corps, were not engaged. Victory was 
never doubtful for a moment. The field of 
battle is one of the moft dreadful that can 
be feen. It is not exaggeration to eftimate 
the number killed, on the part of the 
Ruffians, from 15 to 18,090 men. On 
the part of the French, the lofs does not 
exceed 500 killed, and 3000 wounded. 
We have taken eighty pieces of cannon, 
and a great number of caiffons. Several 
colours are in our hands. Tne Ruffians 
have had 25 Generals killed, taken, and 
wounded. ‘Their cavalry has fufiered an 
immenfe Jofs, Night did not prevent the 
parfuit of the enemy: he was followed 
tilleleven o'clock. During the remainder 
ofthe night, the columns that were cut 
off endeavoured to pafs the Alle in feve- 
fal fordable .places. On the following 
day, for the {pace of feveral leagues, we 
found caiffons, cannon, and carriages 


loft in the river, The battle of Friedland , 
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is worthy to be compared. with thofe of 
Marengo, Aufterlitz, or Jena. The ene- 
my was nemerous, had a fine cavalry, 
and fought with courage. On the 15th, 
while the enemy was endeavouring te 
rally and retreat to the right bank of the 
Alle, the French army continued its ma- 
noeuvres on the left bank, to cut the ene- 
my off from Koningfbere. The heads of 
the columns arrived at Wehlau together ; 
this town is fituated at the cohftuence of 
the Alle and the Pregel, The Emperor’s 
head-quarters were at Pater{walde, 

On the 16th, at day-breuk, the enemy, 
having defiroyed all the bridges, ‘availed 
himfelf of this obftacle to continue his re- 
trograde movements towards Ruffia.* Ac 
eight in the morning the Emperor caufed 
a bridge to be thrown over the Pregel, and 
the army was again in its pofitions.. Al- 
moft all the enemy's Magazines upom the 
Alle were burnt by him, or thrown in the 
water: we know, from what remains, 
the immenfe lofs which has been fuf- 
tained. In all the villages, where the 
Ruffians had magazines, they burnt them 
during their retreat. We found at Weh- 
lau more than 6000 quintals of grain, 
The news of the viétory of Friedland 
caufed the enemy to abandon Koningtberg. 
Mai fhal Soult entered the city, where we 
have found immenfe riches; feveral hun- 
dred thoufand quintals of corn, upwards 
of 20,000 wounded Ruffians and Pruffians, 
all the warlike flores fent by the Ehglith 
for the Ruffians, and 160,000 mufkets, 
not unpacked, Thus Providence has pu- 
nifhed thofe who, intteadof negotiating with 
good faith to perfeét the falutary work of 
peace, have made light of it, miftaking 
the calmnefs of the Conqueror for weak- 
nefs or impotence.—The army here oc- 
cupies the fneft country imaginable, The 
borders of the Pregel are rich. Ina fhort 
time the magagines and cellars of Ko- 
ningfherg and .Dantzic will fupply us with 
frefh means of health and abundance.— 
The enemy. recommenced hoftilities on 
the 5th. We may eftimate the lofs he has 
fuftained in ten days, and in confequence 
of the fucceeding operations, at [0,000 
men, prifoners, killed, wounded, and dif- 
abled. He has Joft a part of bis artillery, 
almoft all his ammunition, and all his 
magzzines upon a line upwards of 40 
leagues in extent. The French armies 
have feldom obtained fuch great fuccefs 
with fo little lofs.

The Emperor Alex- 
ander, with the Grand Duke Conftantine, 
Gen. Bennigfen, Ouwaroff, Prince Laba- 
noff, and his firft Adjutant, Gen. Count 
Libben, put off from the oppofite banks. 
Tlie two veifels reached ‘the raft at ‘the 
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fame time. The Emperors embraced 
leaving the vefféls, and entered’ the’ pave 
lion prepared for them. ‘Their conférence ’ 
latted about two hours, and when it clofed 
the artendunts of the two Emperors were 
admitted, Both Emperors’ returned to 
their vefféls.

‘Nor has the enemy taken 
any other prifoners but fuch as were 
wounded dan fly, and which could 
not be remoyed from the town ; and only 
fome difmounted pieces of cannon be- 
longing to the regiments, with a few 
which could not be removed, becaufe the 
horfes attached to them had been thot, 
fell into his hands.

An 
article, dated Vienna, June 24th, fays, 
that Muftapha, the fucceffor, -kept his 
promife of preferving the life of Selim, 
who is:refiding in the old Seraglio, while 
other reports fay, that the depofed Sove- 
reign received an order to take poifon, 
which he.obeyed. It is added, that the 
new Sultan has declared he will maintain 
the alliance, with France, and will not 
make peace with the Ruffians till the an- 
tient frontiers are re-eftablifhed, and the 
Crimea re-conquered, The anticnt pri- 
vileges of the Janiffaries are reftored, and 
all the new corps formed within ten years 
paft are diffolved. 

Accounts from Conftantinople ef the 
3d ult. ftate, that all the Foreign Minif- 
ters in that capital were treated with re- 
fpe& ; and that no preference appeared to 
be fhewn to General Sebaftiani over the 
others. 

The new Sultan has given orders, that 
in fature no Ambaffadors are to confer 
with his Government, except through the 
medium of the Reis Effendi. 

Official Account, from the Virwna 

Count Gazette. 

Vienna, July 4. The latter end of May 
was produétive of important events to the 
Turkith Empire. Even in March and 
April the ipirit of infurreftion had fhewn 
itfelf among the Janizaries belonging to 
the garrifon of the Dardanelles, and in 
the camp of the Grand Vizier. Inthe af- 
ternoon of the 25th of May, the garrifons 
of the Caftles of the Dardanelles were in a 
ftateof tumult, on account of the Euro- 
pean uniform, the new tattics, &c. Hali 
Aga, the commandant of Madfchiaburna, 
on the Afiatic fhore, was murdered. 
Indfche Bey, commandant of the entrance 
of. the Black Sea, only efcaped the fame 
fate by flight.. The Reis Effendi bap- 
pening to come to infpeét that port juft at 
the fame time, the Military immediately 
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rofe upon him as one of the introducers 
the Nizam Geded. He endeavoured te 
fave himfelf in a bark, by paffipg oyer to 
Bujukdere, but a hundred piftol-fhots laid 
him and his attendants dead. It feems 
that the rage of the Janizaries had beeg | 
embittered againft him, by the recolleétion 
of a promife he made, to raife their pay, 
upon condition they would adopt the new. 
difcipline, and which promife he never 
performed. Another circumftance in, 
creafed the fpirit of oppofition; the Sultana 
had given notice that the Janizaries were 
no longer to attend him as ufual to the 
mofques, but that this duty was to devolve 
upon the troops difciplined after the Eu 
ropean manner. Thoufands of Janizaries 
were now marching to Conftantinople, 
and arrived in the fuburbs of Pera on the 
evening of the 28th. They fwore to each 
other to conduét the revolution with the 
beft order. Any perfon who fhould, if 
the leaft injure either European or Frank, 
was to fufferdeath. One individual Jani 
zary only met with this fate, for taking 
bread from a Greck (a .baker) without 
paying for it. Behind the Janizaries’ bare 
racks, on the well-known place called the 
Eimeldan, the Janizaries planted their 
colours, and took with them their camp- 
kettles, an infallible fignal of infurreétion, 
Fora time, the Sultan thought of defend- 
ing himfelf; and troops, powder, and 
cannon, were brought to the Seraglio 
Soon after, the Mufti, the Seimen Bafchi, 
the Kaimieken, and the two Kazcafkers 
of Romelia and Natolia, joined the Janis 
zaries.  Acouncil was held in form ; a 

it was propofed, as a preliminary, to fe 
queft the Grand Seignior to abolith the 
new difcipline, by a fettwa from the 
Mufti. The Grand Seignior, however, 
thought he fhould be able to put a ftop 
to the infurre€tion before the ftep could 
be taken, in confequence of his fending 
the heads of Mahmud (the ci-devant Reis 
Effendi), Terfana Emin, Hagai Ibrahim, 
andthe Kiaja Mehmefch Effendi, to the 
Eimeldan: This meafure failed com- 
pletely ; tne Janizaties were more enraged 
than ever; they did not require the head 
of the univerfally-efteemed Mahmud Ef 
fendi, but that of the Reis Effendi, then 
in the camp of the Grand Vizier. The 
Janizaries continyed to fearch every place 
for thofe Minifters who had promoted 
the adoption of the European difcipline, 
and publicly avowed themfelves as its 
patrons ; namely, Franfits Ibrahim, Jub 
fuff Aga, Hadfchi Ibraham, and Achmet 
Bey, Captains of the Grand Seignior’s 
Guard, Haffan Aga, Achmet Effendi, and 
others, twelve in number, whe were 
taken, dragged to the Ei-Ecmelden, 
there cut in pieces.—At this jun¢tuse ths 
Grand Scignor feat ¢ Hatti Scberié, © 
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letter'written in his own hand, in which 
he for ever abolifhed the Nizam Geded, 

and oy rey an execration upon it. 

But the Hatti Scheriff was not accepted ; 

and the depofition of the Grand Seignior 

was refolved upon. The whole force of 
the -Janizaries now proceeded to the 

io. ‘The. Mufti and the Ullemas 

alone entered the Haram, while the reft 

of the Minifters, the Agas, the Janizaries, 

and the people, furrounded the palace. 

Maftapba IV. born on the 7th of Septem- 

ber 1700, the eldeft fon of the Sultan 

Abdul Hamed, was clevated to the Turkith 

throne ; ant, aceording to an antient 

cuftom, Selim, the former Emperor, 
threw himfelf at the fect of Muftapha, 
kiffed the border of his garment, and im- 
mediately repaired to that department in 
the Seraglio occupied by the Princes of 
the Ottoman bleod who no longer reign. 
The folemn invitation to Muftapha to 
afecernd the throne was made on the 20th 
of May, about one o'clock in the day ; and 
onthe 3d of June the ceremony for in- 
vefting him with the Sabre of the Prophet 
took place.—Mvftapha has fince fhewn 
himfelf in public ; on the fame day he 
rode, accompanied by all his Minifters 
and Generals, to the Grand Mofque, or 
the anticnt Church of St: Sophia, there 
to, perform his firft devotions, 

SWEDEN. 

Frontiers of Swedi/h Pomerania, July 14. 
The hoftilities with Sweden have recom- 
menced. Marfhal Brunc has removed his 
head-quarters from the Caftle of Brock to 
Demmin, and will be this evening at 
Grim. The Swedes, with whom feveral 
attions have been fought, are retreating 
to Stralfund. 

Hamburgh, July 17. Marfhal Brune 
has received the moft peremptory and la- 
conic orders to attack the Swedes, and 
Gke Stralfund by fiorm. 

PORTUGAL. 

An alarming fhock of an. earthquake 
took plac: at Lifbon on the 6th ult. It 
began about four o'clock in the afternoon, 
and lafled about twelve feconds. The 
thock was fo fevere, that feveral houfes 
were much damaged, and the city thrown 
into the greateft confufion. It was not 
known that any lives were loft ; but feve- 
fal had their arms and legs broken, &c. 
by jumping out of windows. The fhock 
Was alfo felt at St, Ube’s, Oporto, and 
generally throughout Portugal. It was 
felt on-board the Lively frigate, then about 
Sight leegues off the Rock of Lifbon. 

GERMANY. 

A Circular Note from the Emperor of 
Auftria to the Belligerent Powers was if- 
fued on the 3d of April; the purport of 

ch was, that the Emperor offered his 
‘Jafluence to effedt a reconciliation between 


all parties. Talleyrand, in an anfwers 
dated at Warfaw, April 19, fays—** that 
the Emperor Napoleon accepts, for him- 
felf and his Allies, the friendly interpofi- 
tion of his Majefty the Emperor of Auf- 
tria, to effeét the re-eftablithmient of peece, 
fo neceffaty to all nations.” He adds, 
‘* that his Majefty has only one fear; it 
is, that the Power who hitherto feems to 
have laid it down as a plan to found its 
elevation and greatnefs upon the divifions 
of the Continent, will endeavour te ex- 
traét fro . the Congrefs which may be 
formed new fubjeéts of irritation, and 
new pretexts for difagreement.” 

An order has been publithed at Hildef- 
heim, forbidding all the inhabitants of 
the provinces of Brunfwick, Halberftadt, 
&c. from purchafing any Englith goods or - 
merchandize, under pain of the fevereft 
difpleafure of the Emperor Napoleon, 

The Governors of the different towns 
in Germany, now under French influenee, 
have alfo received orders to prevent at any 
of the approaching fairs the introduétion 
of every fort of Englifh merchandize or 
colonial produce, but to give every facility 
to the circulation of continental manu- 
factures. 

On the entrance of the Duke of Meck- 
lenburgh into Schwerin, on the 12th 
inftant, he was received in the moft af- 
feftionate manner by the Conftituted Au- 
thorities, who conduéted him in grand 
proceffion, while the inhabitants ftrewed 
the ftreets with flowers. On the 12tha 
grand gala was given at the Palace, to 
which all the foreign officers were invited. 
—His Highnefs has returned to Altona 
for his family,

July 23. A few days fince, a lady who 
went with a large party to the Dargie, 
co. Wieklow, obforving a child of about 
five years old ru: nin, incautioufly along 
one of the fteep wa'ls of that beautiful 
though dangerous piace, {pryng forward 
to refcue the child from deftruétion, when 
her foot flipped, and fhe fell from a pre- 
cipice on a loofe piece of flone, which 
firuck her en the head, and occafioned 
fo dreadful a fraéture, that the died the 
fame evening. 

Dutlin, July 23, It is impoffible to 
defcribe the alarm in this City, occa- 
fioned by dreadful claps of thunder, fuc- 
ceeded by rain, which fell in fuch torrents 
frem 8 till 6 this morning, that it was 
feared the roofs of the houfes could not 
ftand it; one houfe in Smithfield was 
completely dathed down, it is fuppofed by 
a thunderbolt that hit it.—In the neigh- 
bourhood of Howth a ball of fire fell, the 
appearance of which created mixed fenfa- 
tions of wonder and elarm. 
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July 6. This day a fire broke out at 
Chipping, a hamlet of Buckland, near 
Bunting ford, which deftroyed feven houfes, 
inhabited by eight poor families. 

July 8. A. fire bappened this day at 
North Moreton, Oxfordthire, three miles 
from Wallingford, which burnt three 
farm-houfes, ten cottages, and a confi- 
derable quantity of corn, hay, calves, 
pigs; &c. 

July 11. This evening, the reétory of 
Great Creffingham, Norfolk, was ftrack 
with lightning.—It entered the houfe with 
a tremendous crafh, rent a chimney-piece 
and fome piétures, and it was then attraét- 
@d by the bell-wire, which it melted. 
All the family efcaped unhurt. 

The fame afternoon, as a team belonging 
to Mr. Potter, of Leziate, near Lynn, was 
returning, home, three of the horfes were 
killed by the lightning; the 4th, on which 
the man rode, killed himfelf from his 
fright, and the other horfe itceived a fe- 
vere fhock. The rider fuftained no in- 
jury. 

Manchefler, July 18. This day being 
the Anniverfary of feveral Friendly Socie- 
ties, the Members of one called the Orange 
Club, confifting of Irith Proteftants, at- 
tended Service at the Collegiate Church ; 
but, in proceeding from thence, they 
were attacked by a number of their coun- 
trymen, (Roman Catholics) armed with 
bludgeons, &c. near High-fireet; whena 
rencontre took place, wherein feveral were 
wounded, fome of whom were fent to the 
Infirmary. Seven or eight of the ringlea- 
ders were apprehended, and lodged in the 
New Bailey Prifon. 
mained on duty allnight. 

July 18, This evening a violent ftorm 
of. thunder, lightning, and:rain, «took 
place at Hull, which cositinued for an 
hour. The fain fell in fuch torrents that 
fome ftreets were rendered impafiable, the 
water being neara foot deep. The light- 
ning was fo inceffant, that the tky was 
enveloped in one continued and vivid ex- 
panfe of flame; which, with the occa- 
fional rafhing of the wind, and tremen- 
dous rear of the accompanying pealsof 
thunder, formed a fpefiacle at once fub- 
lime and awful. 

Hitchin, July 19. A terrible fire broke 
out at Stevenage on Friday the 10th inft. 
about noon (faid to be owing to the care- 
Ieffnefs of a woman, in throwing out hot 
athes into a yard where there was fome 
ftraw), and burnt with fuch fury, that, 
by eight in the evening, -when it was only 
got under by pulling down three cottages, 
it had totally deftroyed 34 dweiling- 
houfes, a number of baras and out- 
houfés, 12 large ricks of hay, a quantity 
of corn and malt, houfehold furnituse, 
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clothes, tools, feveral fat hogs, and, 
great deal of poultry ; Jeaving upwards: 
30 families totally ftitute of babitati 
food, and even raiment, except what the 
had on their backs. The ruins coatin 
{moking and burning through that night, 
Saturday, and part of Sunday, whe, 
about 4 in the evening, @ breeze {prings 
ing up, the fire again broke out in 4 
malting, near which were three large 
ricks of hay ; thefe were entircly coms 
fumed, together with the malting, 
quantity of malt, and a waggon which 
ftood loaded with 20 quarters, the flames 
{preading fo faft as to prevent them pul 
ting in the horfes to draw it out. Fortu- 
nately this was the laft effort of the de 
vouring element; in the courfe of the 
night and next day it was completely ex- 
tinguifhed. The hofs is valued at 10,500k 
of which 70001. is infured ; to make up 
the remainder, the contributions of the 
humane and charitable are to be folicited, 
Mr. Cafs, of the Swan, was avery great 
fufferer indeed ; the whole of his rick- 
yard, containing nine large ricks of hay 
and two of ftraw, has been entirely con- 
fumed, and his furniture fo damaged by 
being removed as to be almoft fpoiled: he 
is injured, but not to the amount of his 
lofs, The Hitchin Volunteers gained 
great credit for their. fteady behaviour in 
mounting guard over the property that 
was faved. 

July 21. An abominable confpiracy 
has been deteéted among the 28th Foot, 
compofed chiefly of Irifhmen, .ftationed 
at Malden. The confpirators having heard 
that many of our foldiers were afflicted 
with the Ophthalmia, which occafioned 
blindnefs, originated a report that the 
complaint was infe€lious, and that about 
300 of that regiment had experienced ifs 
effects. Many exhibited every appearange 
of this calamity: fome were totally blind, 
and others had faffered the lofs of an eye. 
Government became alarmed at the affair, 
and furgeons were fent to inveftigate the 
ciforder. Some men were difcharged, and 
others penfioned and fent to Chelfea. It 
appears, from the confeffion of one who 
becarre an evidence againft the reft, that 
the blindnefs was temporary, and cauled 
by the application of an ointment. ‘They 
were this day brought up at.Che)msford 
for trial, when they all volunteered. for 
foreign feivice, which was accept 
and they were marched away. under ga 
efcort. 

July 22. A fire broke out this aftg- 
noon at Forton barracks near Go/port, 
which nearly confumed the whole of the 
buildings.

At 3 this day the Marlborough, of 74 
guns, was launched at Barnet’s Dock, 
Deptford. The old: Marlborough, which 
broke the enemy’s line on the Firft of June, 
790, was loft fome time fince, on the 
Pen marks ‘rocks) near Breft, and the pre+ 
fent fhip was built to fupply her place, 
and fupport the honourable name. She 
is confidered the fineft thip of her rate 
ever built by contraét. The fcene was 
highly gratifying, every veflel was deco- 
rated with ftreamers, and there were up- 
wards of 10,000 fpeftators prefent ; among 
whom were, the Duke of Gloucefter, the 
Princefs of Wales, Duchefs of Chandos, 
Lady Caftlereagh, Lord Harborough, Ad- 
miral Stanhope, &c. After the launch, 
between three and four hundred vifitants 
partook of a collation in the Model Room, 
and in the evening a ball and fupper en- 
fued. The Deptford Volunteers preferved 
good order in the yard during the launch. 
Monday, June 29. ‘ 
The ceremony of chairing Sir Francis 
Burdett took place this day, The pro- 
ceffion was marfhalled in Covent-garden, 
and fet out at twelve in its progrefs through 
St. Martin’s-lane, Soho, &c, to the Bar- 
net’s houfe, in Piccadilly, where he 
mounted the triumphal car. It then pre 
ceeded along Piccadilly, down the Hay- 
market, up St. Martin’s-lane, round Co- 
vent-garden, down Southampton-ftreet, 
and along the Strand, to the Crown and 
Anchor, The car was as high as the 
one pair of ftairs windows. The wheels 
were covered with draperies and painting, 
and the car was decorated with the arms 
of the parithes of Weftminfter. There was a 
profufion ef blue ribbons about the horfles 
and harnefs. ‘The feat upon which the 
Baronet was placed ftood upon a lofty Co- 
rinthian pillar ereéted on a platform. It 
refembled the triumphal cars ‘of the an- 
tient Romans. The cavalcade confifted 
chiefly of the Eleétors, four and foyr. 
Upwards of 600 dined in the large room at 
the Crown and Anchor in which Sir 
Francis was; and 600 more were accom- 
modated in other rooms, Including all 
the various ftreets, it was fuppofed betwden

Saturday, July 11. 

We have long had great pleafure in ob- 
ferving the uniform and rapid progrefs 
made in the public eftimation, by that 
excellent Inftitution, the Afylum for 
Deaf and Dumb Children ; and it was witlt 
fincere fatisfaétion we witneffed the very 
gratifying and impreffive ceremony of this 
morning ; when his Royal Highnefs the 
Duke of Grovcestrn, attended by the 
Lord Mayor, the Treafurer H, Thorn- 
ton, efq. the Gentlemen and Officers 
of the Committee, the Lady Mayorefs, 
aed a numerous affemblage of the fair 
friends of the infticution, laid the firft 
ftone of anew Afylum. The firft Regi- 
ment of Loyal Surrey Volunteers, com- 
manded by Lieut. Col. Guitfkell, ob- 
ligingly undertook.to keep the ground, and 
added much to the order and fplendour of 
the day. His Royal Highnefs, attended 
by Capiain Curry, was received at the 
entrance by Lieut.-col. Gaitfkell, and 
the Grenadier Company, =nd conduAted 
by the Committee to the platform, on 
which was placed the ftone with aa in- 
feription cut in black marble, and on a 
eopper plate; his Royal Highyefs then 
put into a fmall glafs bottle fome new 
coins, and depofited them in the ftone, 
which was then lowered dewn by his Royal 
Higthnefs, affifted by Mr. Swithin, the 
Archite& of the building. The Secre- 
tary, the Rev. Richard Yates, delivered 
am ‘appropriate prayer,’ which patheti- 
eally noticed the peculiarly diftrefiing de- 
privations of the poor objeéts of this Cha- 
rity, and impreffively ftated and implored 
the various bleffings to them, and to the 
community, that the proteétion and in- 
Rruétion ofthis new Afylum are intended 
to afford. The Founder of the Society, 
the Rev. John Townfend, made an elo- 
quent Addrefs, dire&ting the attention of 
the Affembly to the important bleffings 
derived to this country by the acceffion to 
, the Throne of the illuftrious Houfe of 
Hanover, under whofe mild and paternal 
Government this country had become pe- 
culiarly diftinguifhed for its public chari- 
ties ; and after noticing the: number that 
, adorn this Metropolis, detailed the pecu- 
liar circumflances of that for the educa- 
tion of the Deaf and Dumb. The fmall 
fcion planted by him had now rifen to 
a@ vigorous and flourifhing plant, its 
utility was unequivocally eftablifhed by 
‘“edperfence, and fanfioned by public fa-

vour ; but the ndmber of applicants for 
its afliftance has been found much greater 
than was expetted, and ftill calls moft 
urgently for the farther and prompt aid of 
@ benevolent public, His Royal Migh 
nefs appeared highly inferefted and gratie 
fied b} the exertions of thefe two Rev, 
Gentlemen, which he expreffed very par 
ticularly to both of them ; ayid then pre 
fented to the Charity a donation of 5@ 
guineas, which was received by three 
cheers from the numerous affembly. This 
benevolent example was followed by the 
Lord Mayor, who alfo prefented 50 gu 
neas ; Charles Peichell, éfq. 40 gui 
neas ; Samuel Thornton, efq. 20 gui 
neas ; and fevéral {maller donations were, 
alfo given. His Royal Highnefs was thea 
attended in proceffion’to a large marquee, 
where a cold collation was provided ; and 
after taking refrefhments, infpected the 
plans and elevation of the intended 
building. Mr. Swithin gave the necef- 
fary explanations, and his Royal High 
nefs expreffed gteat approbation of Mr, 
Swithin's general arrangements, and of 
his tafte and judgment difplayed in the’ 


defigns, and concurred very cordially ia 


the opinion of the Committee, that no 
expence ought to be incurred by unneeef- 
fary decorations. His Royal Highnefs 


proceeded to his carriage, amidft the plau-” 


dits of all prefent, who teftified in the 
warmeft manner the gratification they 
felt in witneffing their Royal Vifitor’s be- 
nevolence and urbanity of manners.

John Walrad, Count de Wel- 
deren, was the laft male of a family whofe 
nobility is fo. antient that its origin is co- 
éval with the formation, of Society and 
States in’ the Middle Ages of bisftory; and 
which, for many centuries back, was 
feated in the Duchy of Guelder, or Gucl- 
which, in after-ages, made part 
of the Republick of the United Provinces 
of, the Low Countries, in that country, as 
in many other mixed Sovereignties in that 
pert of Eusope, the Equeftrian Order 
formed, from the moft antient times, a 
pass of the Government under their li- 
mited Sovereigns ; and none bat families 
that were noble from time immemorial, 
and whofe nobility was not deriveable 
from Letters of Nobilitativn, could be ad- 
mitted, if otherwife poffeffed of the ne- 
eeffary qualifications. This privilege was 
‘preferved when the Duchy of Guelder ac- 
eeded to the Confederacy of the Uniied Pro- 
vinces; and the deceaied, when he came 
efage, became, in contequence, in right 
of his birth, a Member of the Equeftrian 
Order ; and was, foon after, by the States 
of that Province, appointed one of their 
Deputies to the Affembly of the States- 
General of the United Provinces; in 
which he continued, until the beginaing 
ef the year 1795, when the fabrick of 
that Government, the happinefs of that 
Country, its profperity, and its indepen- 
dence, were fwallowed up in the torrent 
ef the French Revolution. ~ Count W. 
was invefted with feveral places of truft 
and dignity in his own country; and in 
1762 was appojnted Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minifter Plenipotentiary of the States 
tw his Majefty; and, during a retidence 
ef 18 years, gave fo many proofs of wil- 
dom, prudence, conciliatery manners, and 
integrity, in the management of the pub- 
lic bufinefs between the two Countries, 
that he foon acquired the eficem of the 
firt CharaGers in the kingdom, and the 
approbation of the Sovereign, who on {e- 
veral occafions has been gracioufly plealed 
to exprefs the great regard he entertained 
for that Minifter. The War, which, by 
French intrigue, affied by the Patriot 
Party in Holland, broke out towards the 
latter end of 1780, put an end to his pub- 
lic miffion. Count W. was, moreover, 
Knight of the Moft Noble the Teutonic 
ier; Bailiwick of Utrecht; Commander 
of Djeren; and fucceeded his Serene 
Highnefs the Prince of Anhalt, about a 
twelvemonth before his deceafe, as Grand 
r of that Order.<- Few great 
Wen, in public life, have fuftained a more 
Ponfiftent character of loyalty and inte- 
ty than Count Welderen; from princi- 
aad affection he was attached te the 


antient Conftitution of his Country, and 
to the Houfe of Orange; and from then 
he received, throughout the whole period 
of their profperity and adverfity, the moft 
undeniable marks ef regard and afiection, 
and continued to be their friend to the 
laf. In his private life, as a gentlemany 
his manners were mild and amiable; his 
focial intercourfe tall of amenity. He 
was a warm friend, an indulgent mafter, 
and a tender hulband, His father had 
been Ambaffador Extraordinary to George 
the Second, upon his aceeffion, ia the 
year 1727. He was born at the Hague, 
in Holland, Jan. 19, 1725; and married, 
in 1759, Anne Whitwell, who had been 
maid of honour to her Royal Higtinefs 
the late Princefs of Orange, and was fife 
ter to the late Lord Howard de Walden 
and Braybrooke,. and of the late Mrse 
Griffin, wife of the late William Parker, 
D.D. By her he had ¢wo children, a fom 
and a daughter, who both died infants; 
bis Countefs died in April, 1796, at the 
Hague, in her 75th year; when domettie 
lofes (his only brother, a liedtenant-ge- 
neral in the Army, and commandant of 
Maeftricht, baying, after the fall of that 
place, died » few weeks efore, in his 
houle, where he had taken refuge), added 
tg public misfortunes, prompted him to 
return to this country, where, both from 
friends and relations, he met with fuch 
unbounded cordiality and friendthip as te 
afford him, in the.bitternefs of his lat 
years, an abundant fource of confolation, 
which was felt by him, and is recorded 
here, with the moft fincere and grateful 
fenfibility, His remains were interred ia 
the New Chapel of St. James's, Totten- 
ham-court-road, on the 19th of June, L.
